SCHMIDT READY 
FOR MORE DEATHS 


Had Photographic Copies Made | 
of the Death Certificate of 
One Robert Smith. 


BLANK FORMS IN HIS TRUNK 


Police Believe He Planned to 
Kill and Then Bury Victim 
with a Doctor’s Aid. 


HOLMES CRIMES RECALLED 


Dr.” Muret Sald to be Alfred 
Mueller, Priest’s Cousin — Coro- 
ner’s Jury Finds Schmidt Guilty. 


Detectives under Inspector Faurot 
got evidence last night that Hans 
Schmidt, the priest who murdered and 
dismembered Anna Aumuller, had made 
Preparations for accounting for the 
death of his victim, and perhaps for 
ether deaths, by means of forged death 
certificates. 

Photographs of death certificates and 
@ number of the blank forms issued 
by the Board of Health were found in 
the priest’s trunk. To dispose of the 
body of a dead person without arousing 
suspicion all that would be necessary 
would be the signature of a physician 
to a certificate stating a natural cause 
of death. This could be forged. 

Detectives will question Ernest Arthur 
Muret, Schmidt's confederate, who pre- 
fixed ‘Dr.’ to his name, to see if 
Muret is willing to admit that he was 
familiar with any schemes of Schmidt 
to prepare fraudulent death certificates, 
and they will trace out his record with 
minute exactness if they can. 


Made Copies for Schmidt. 


Leon Beach, a photographer at 49 
Manhattan Street, identified yesterday 


four photographic copies of a death cer- 
tificate which he had made for Schmidt. 
The document certified the death of 
Robert Smith, a retired business man, 
whose age was stated to be 69 years 
and whose address was recorded as 215 
West 123d Street. 


The priest hurried into the photo-}, 


graphic studio one day last April, and 
said that he must have without delay 
two copies of the front and two of the 
back of the death certificate. He was 
vexed when told that he cold not get 
the photographs until the day follow-} 
ing, but he left the order nevertheless. 

Two copies of each side of the death 
certificate were found by Inspector 
Faurot’s detectives in Father Schmidt's 
trunk. Schmidt wore his priest’s gar- 
ments on both trips to the photographic 
studio. 

Inspector Faurot’s men suspect that 
Schmidt had the death certificate phoe 
tographed with the purpose of making 
severai counterfeits in order to be able 
to forge false death certificates. 
Schmidat’s record reveals numerous in- 
stances where he has committed forgery 
in the preparation of spurious docu- 
ments. He obtained his connections with 
churchés in this country by forged pa-} 
pers, was prosecuted in Germany for 
forgery, and was suspended from «he 
priesthood by the Bishop of Mainz be- 
cause he had forged certificates purport- 
ing to show that he had cempleted cer- 
tain advanced courses o? study. 


Smith Died of “Heart Fatlure.” 


The theory started by the priest’s pho- 
tegraphic work on death certificates 
was that he may have intended to ac- 
count in this way for a missing person 
who had met death at his hands. The 
detectives believe that he may have 
been preparing for the murder of Anna 
Aumuller as far back as last April. 

Smith died on April 29 of heart fail- 
ure. Before his death Father Schmidt 
paid two visits to him, on the last one 
administering extreme unction. Father | 
Schmidt officiated at the funeral and | 
received for his services $17 from Mrs. | 
Smith. Mrs. Smith said last night that ; 
she did not know how the priest had 
obtained temporary possession of the 
death certificate. 

The finding of the death certificates | 
recalled the case of H. H. Holmes, alias 
Herman Mudgett, who was hanged in} 
Philadelphia in 1895, after he had mur- | 
dered eleven persons, and, in the case of | 
several of his victims, collected large | 
sums from life insurance companies by | 
means of forged death certificates. 

Detectives from the 125th Street Sta- 
tion were searching last night for a 
young woman to whom Schmidt had 
paid several visits. They located the | 


place where she lived, but found that 
she was away temporarily. 


Verdict of Jersey Coroner’s Jury. 


The Coroner’s Jury in Jersey City, 
after an inquest over the remains of the 
parts of the body of Anna Aumuller 
which were recovéred from the Hudson 


River, rendered a, verdict last night that 
she had been murdered by Hans 
Schmidt. 


The jury finds that Anna Aumuller met 
her death on or about Sept. 2, 1913, at the 
premises at 68 Bradhurst Avenue, in the 
City and County of New York, at the 
hands of Hans Schmidt. We recommend 
that action be taken by the New York 
authorities. We also recommend that the 
parts of the body in the possession of the 
Hudson County authorities, together with 
the paper, wire, and other articles of evi- 
dence, be turned over to the New York 
authorities. 

Inspector Faurot told on the stand of | 
the confession made to him by the priest 
when he was arrested last Sunday morn- 
ing. Mary Hirt, wno was formerly em- 
ployed with Anna Aumuller as a do- 
mestic at St. Boniface’s Church, told of 
identifying the body by a mark on the 
chest. . Several other witnesses testified 

‘to the finding of various parts of the 
body and as to the cause of death.

tist, of 301 St. Nicholas Avenue, who was | 


arrested as an accomplice of Schmidt 
in counterfeiting; was sought by Scot-. 
land Yard men in 1911 on suspicion that 
he was connected with the white slave

decent literature, nocording to dispatches 
from London. He was then operating

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CONGRESS CHEERS WILSON. 


Money Bill’s Passage and Near En- 
actment of Tariff Pleases Him.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—President 
Wilson. is a happy man to-night. The 
passage of the Currency Dill by the 
House of Representatives to-day and 
the fact that the Tariff bill will soon be 
on the statute books has given him 
great satisfaction, which he showed in 
conversation with callers at the White 
House after he had been notified that 
the Currency bill was half way toward 
enactment. 

To those who suggested that he 
might take a vacation while the Senate 
was wrestling with the currency prob- 
lem the President said that he in- 
tended to remain here throughout the 
extra session. .The President has noth- 
ing to suggest to the House as to how 
it can occupy itself while the Senate 
is considering the Currency bill, and 
it is not likely that he will interpose 


any objection to the proposal that the, 


House take a recess of at least two 
weeks after it has passed on the con- 
ference report on the Tariff bill and 
that measure has been enacted into 
law. 


PANAMA AND CHINA CLASH. 


Central Amertean Republic Returns 
Papers of Chinese Representative.

PANAMA, Sept. 18.—The Panaman- 


ian Government to-day returned to 
Owang King, the Chinese Consul Gen- 
eral, his exequator, alleging that he 
has been unduly active in creating 
opposition among his countrymen to 
the provisions of the new tax law, 
which will cause many of them to be 
deported. 

The Chinese Consul General here is 
well known in the United States. He 
is a graduate of Yale. 

Panamanian officials charge that 
Owang King has advised the Chinese 
here not to comply with the new 
Chinese registration raw and to refuse 
to pay the heavy head tax. The Chi- 
nese colony is united in the refusal 
to pay, and trouble is feared. 

The Government has fixed Sept. 20 
as the last day when the tax can 
be paid, and all who have not paid by 
that day will be expelled from the 
republic. 


MGR. LAVELLE WAS ROBBED. 


Helped by Newburg’ Station Agent, 
He Returns $5 Extra with Loan.

La- 
velle of St. Patrick’s Cathedral, New 
York, was robbed of $20 while in New- 
burg ten days ago attending the corner- 
stone laying of the Church of the Sa- 
cred Heart. 
. Lavelle made-a-hasty: trip here, 
PE Sige ove 3:30 P. M. and leaving 
at°6o’elock. ‘The church has dn unfin- 
ished rectory, and there he changed his 
street garments for the clerical robes. 
In his coat were two $10 bills. After the 
services he went to the station and was 
about to buy a ticket when he found the 
bills were gone, and only a little change, 
not sufficient to pay his fare, was left 
in his pocket. The prelate told his 
dilemma to the ticket agent, Opta Gau- 
dette, who himself made up the price of 
Mr. Gaudette has just received from 
Mer.

METZ NOT DEAD YET 


But an Ambulance Is Sent to Meet 
Him at Pennsylvania Station. 


When Herman A. Metz, member of 
the House of Representatives and the 
Tammany candidate for Controller, ar- 
rived in this city from Washington at 
8 o’clock last evening, there were friends 
and newspaper men anxiously awaiting 
him, not to mention an undertaker’s 
ambulance with a _ stretcher, ready 


either to rush him to a hospital or to 
carry his body home in case death had 
overtaken him before his arrival at the 
Pennsylvania station. 

For in some manner rumor had been 
busy all the afternoon about him, and 
some had heard that he was very ill, 
and others that he was already dead. 
Even a telegram from Washington say- 
ing that the Congressman had _ started 
North in the best of health and spirits 
did not quiet the general alarm. | 

“Tf you are a live one, there is al- 
ways some one who will try to make 
you out a dead one,” was the_ philo- 
sophic comment of Mr. Metz, when he 
heard about it. 

The ambulance from Frank E. Camp- 
bell’s establishment in West Twenty- 
third Street went to the station, in 
response to a telephone order received 
about 7:30 o’clock. It purported to come 
from one Henry Jones. It was there to 
meet the 8 o'clock train, but the Con- 
gressman had been warned and man- 
aged to evade the crowd and slip away 
to Brooklyn. 

Ignorant of his arrival, the ambu- 
lance waited for the Congressional 
Limited, due at 9 o’clock, ut more 
than a half hour late. It came, but 
there was still no Mr. Metz. Then it 
occurred to some one to call up the 
Metz home in Brooklyn, and it was dis- 
covered that Mr. Metz was there en- 
joying his dinner. The waiting party 
disbanded, wondering whether it had 
all been the work of a practical joker.

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GAYNOR’S BODY HERE 
IN EARLY MORNING 


Committee Meets Lusitania Off 
Quarantine, Where Coffin 
Is Transferred. 


LANDING PLACE A SECRET 


It Was: Mrs. Gaynor’s Wish That 
No Display Be Made—Will Lie In 
State at City Hall on Sunday. 


The Lusitania, bearing to this city the 
body of Mayor William J. Gaynor, ar- 
rived at Ambrose Channel Lightship 
at 12:36 tais morning and anchored off 
Quarantine at 1:12 o’clock. 

Earlier in the evening the Department 
of Corrections boat Correction, steaming 
under sealed orders, was taken by Capt, 
Frederick W. Parkinson from the foot of 
East Twenty-fifth Street to Pier A, 
North River, where it was handed over 
by Commissioner of Correction Patrick 
C. Whitney to Dock Commissioner R. A. 
C. Smith, Chairman of the Committee on 
Funeral Arrangements, appointed by 
Mayor Kline. 

The upper deck of the Correction was 
draped in mourning. In the centre of the 
upper deck compartment stood a cata- 
falque, heavily draped, on which rested 
an empty coffin ready to receive the 
body of the dead Mayor. Down in the 
engine room and in the deck houses 
were the members of the crew, with 
their blue overalls replaced by black 
shirts and black bow ties. The flag 
was at halfmast. © 

The Committee on Funeral Arrange- 
ments, consisting of Commissioner 
Smith, Robert Adamson, the Mayor's 
secretary; Bridge Commissioner Arthur 
J. O'Keeffe, Water Commissioner Henry 
S. Thompson, Health Commissioner 
Ernst Lederle, Police Commissioner 
Rhinelander Waldo, and Commissioner 
of Corrections Patrick C. Whitney, after 
a meeting with Mayor Kline at the Wal- 
dorf last night to decide upon final ar- 
rangements for receiving the body of 
Mayor Gaynor, went with Norman Gav- 
nor, the Mayor’s son; Harry Vingut, his 
son-in-law, W. Seward Webb, and 
Charles Sumner of the Cunard Line, 
aboard the Correction and sailed down 
the bay to Quarantine to take the body 
of Mayor Gaynor off the ccean liner, 

To avoid photographers and prevent 
a crowd from gathering there, the pro- 
cise pier on the North River from 
which the boat sailed was not an- 
nounced, 

The Correction was held back until 
almost 3 o’clock, in order that the 
landing of the body, and its arrival at 
the Gaynor home in Brooklyn might not 
take place before daylight. On its 
way down the bay, the Correction was 
joined by the tug Manhattan, provided 
by Dock Commissioaer Smith for the 
ewer en, Manhattan fol- 
low fe the wake of the Correction 
down to the Lusitania. ’ 

The ‘coffin containing the body of 
Mayor Gaynor was to be transferred 
from the Lusitania to the Correction 
by the Merritt-Chapman Wrecking 
Company, as the _ lead-lined coffin 
weighed 1,150 pounds, but the Lusi- 
tania’s officers decided that the trans- 
ter could be made by the vessel’s own 
cranes. 

Preparations had already been made 
upon the Correction for transferring the 
body to a mahogany coffin aboard 
weighing only 600 pounds. Its interior 
was of bronze and its lining of black 
luria silk. Ten official pall bearers 
aboard the boat, five from the Fire De- 
partment and five from the traffic po- 
lice, each man of them more than 6 
feet in height, had been instructed by 
Lieut. William Kennel, the late Mayor’s 
personal guard, in the handling of the 
coffin. Each of the ten wore his uni- 
form, with a band of crépe on his arm. 

The Correction was instructed ta 
take the Mayor’s body to a pier in 
Brooklyn, the precise location of which 
was withheld by the Funeral Committee 
owing to the widow’s wish to avoid a 
crowd. From there it was to be taken 
to the Gaynor home at 20 Highth Ave- 
nue. 

The Rev. Dr. Frank W. Page, formerly 
rector of St. John’s Protestant Episcopal 
Church, which Mayor Gaynor attended 
in Brooklyn, will conduct a private 
funeral service in the presence of the 
Gaynor family to-morrow afternoon, and 
thereafter Mrs. Gaynor and the family 
and personal friends of the Mayor will 
take a last farewell of the dead. 

Early to-morrow evening the body will 
be taken from the Gaynor home to the 
City Hall, to lie in state in the rotunda 
there, surrounded by a guard of honor 
of uniformed policemen and firemen ali 
Saturday night, Sunday morning, and 
Sunday night. The position of the cof- 
fin, directly under the dome of the 
City Hall, is such as to permit two 
streams of visitors, using exits on either 
side, to pass by and look upon the face 
of the dead Mayor. Persons wishing to 
view the coffin will form on the plaza 
in front of the City Hall, ascend the 
stens, pass the tall black-veiled columns 
into the black draped colonnade of the 
rotunda, and through the corridor of the 
hall past the coffin, emerging in double 
lines at the north exit. The doors of the 
City Hall will remain open until sunset. 


The Funeral Monday. 


Monday will be the day of the funeral, 
in which the entire city will join in 
respectful mourning for its late Mayor. 
On that day, in accordance with a 
proclamation issued by Mayor Kline, 
all business in the city will be sus- 
pended for one hour, while the funeral 
procession and services are being held. 
The Courts of City Magistrates and the 
District Attorney’s office will be closed 
from 10 A. M. to 2 P. M. In the schools 
of the city all principals will conduct 
appropriate exercises, the children sing+ 
ing hymns and listening to readings 
illustrative or the ideals of personal 
and civic virtue and the most striking 
features of Mayor Gaynor’s life and 
character. The exercises will begin at 
11 o’clock and last.about half an hour, 
Then the pupils will be dismissed until 
the afternoon session. The Stock Ex- 
change will be closed for half a day 
and a committee of its members will 
attend the funeral. 

There also will be a committee in at- 
tendance from the Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

The funeral cortége will depart from 
the City Hall at 10:30 o’clock for Trinity 
Church. The coffin will be borne to and 
from the hearse by eight men, four from 
the Police Department and four from 
the Fire Department, all in uniform. 
Tieut. William Kennel, who has been 
the personal guard of every Mayor of 
New York since Mayor Strong, and the 
last representative of the city to leave 
the Mayor when he sailed aboard the 
Baltic, will walk beside the hearse. 
Military escorts, proffered by Gen. 
Barry, at Governors Island, and Gen. 
O’Ryan of the National.Guard, have 
been declined in deference to the wishes 
of Mrs.*Gaynor for as much simplicity 
as possible, = 

There will, however, be an impressive 
police escort in the funeral cortége. In

MONEY BILL PASSES 
HOUSE, 285 TO 85 


23 Republicans and 10 Pro- 
gressives Vote for Ilt—Three 
Democrats Among Minority.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18—With an 
overwhelm'ng record declaration in fa- 
vor of. the indorsement of the * gold 
stundard * and wen equally emphatic re- 
fusal to incorporate in the measure a 
prohibition egainst interlocking Direc- 
torates, the House of Representatives 
this afternoon passed the Glass Cur- 
rency bill. The final vote on 
was: Yeas, 28; nays, 85; present and 
not voting, 2; not voting, 53. Three 
Democrats vcted against the passage of 
the bill. They were Walter Elder of 
Louisiana, Samuel A. Witherspoon of 
Mississippi, and Oscar Calliuway 
Texas. I'wenty-three Republicans voted 
for the measure, which also commandea 
the votes of ten Progressives, includ- 
ing Representative Victor Murdock of 
Kansas their floor leader, and Wuliam 
Kent of California, the only member of 
the House who has shaken off aj] party 
allegiance and classifies himself as an 
** Independent.” 

The bill was sent to the Senate, where 
it was promptly referred to the Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee. There its 
present prospects do not seem pro- 
pitious, as the committee’s hearings on 
the bill resulted to-aay in a declaration 
of hostility to the measure by Senator 
Reed, giving the bill’s opponents on 
the committee.a mafsority of two, the 
alignment being five for and seven 
against. The situation In the open Sen- 
ate also is not such that the measures 
supporters appear confident of com- 
manding a vote calling the bill from 
the committee. They are hopeful, how- 
ever that the President’s influence will 
overcome the difficulty the bill now 
faces in the upper chamber, especially 
as conditions there indicate that senti- 
ment regarding the measure has not yet 
crystallized. 

The Senate Committee’s hearings on 
the bill may continue for several days 
at least. The committee is expected to 
take weeks in the discussion of the 
measure, although the Administration 
forces in the Senate hope to force an 
early report to the floor, where further 
extended debate is expected.

The significance of the support given 
to the bill by certain Republicans is 
that many of them cama from the 
States of Michigan, Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, and North Dakota, and this is 
interpreted as disclosing the sentiment 
of the people of these States toward 
the Glass plan for Federal reserve 
banks, an elastic currency, means of re- 
discounting commercial paper, and es- 
tablishing what the Democratic fram- 
ers of the measure regard as a more 
effective supervision of banking. 

The final vote, and the two roll calls 
that preceded it, were taken without 
debate, which had ended when the bill 
was reported from the Committee of 
the Whole last night. 

The three roll calls consumed over two 
hours. As soon ag the bill was laid be- 
fore the House, Representative Wingo 
demanded a _ separate vote on_ the 
amendment adopted last night indors- 
ing the gold standard. The House, di- 
viding, voted Ayes, 298; noes, 69; pres- 
ent and not voting, 5; not voting, 58. 

No other separate vote was demanded, 
but Representative Walters of Pennsyl- 
vania, a Progressive, moved that the 
bill be recommitted to the House Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee, with in- 
structions to report it back .immedi- 
ately to the House with an amendment 
to prohibit interlocking directorates, as 
follows: 

No officer or director of any national 
bank, State bank, banking association, or 
trust company admitted to membership in 
a Federal reserve bank under the provisions 
of this act shall be an officer or director 
of any other bank or financial corporation 
or institution admitted hereunder who is 
an officer or director of any national bank, 
State bank, or trust company which is not 
@ member of a Federal reserve bank, or 
who ts a member of a firm or partnership 
of bankers in the business of receiving 
deposits. 

Chairman Glass asked for ,the pre- 
vious question, which was ordered by 
the House, and on a record vote the 
Walters motion was defeated by thfs 
vote: Ayes, 100; nces, 266; present and 
not voting, 38; not voting, 60. 

A majority of the Democrats of the 
Hcuse is in favor of the principle of 
prohibiting interlocking irectorates, 
but the proposal was rejected because 
the Democratic caucus had decided not 
to permit the bill to contain such a 
provision. The caucus some time ago 
adopied a resolution, offered by Mr. 
Underwood, referring the whole question 
of interlocking directorates to the House 
Judiciary Committee with instructions 
to prepare and report to the House a 
bill that will be comprehensive enough 
to cover a prohibition of interlocking 
directorates in financial, industrial and 
railroad corporations engaged in inter- 
state commerce. 


SENATE COMMITTEE HOSTILE. 


Seven to Five Against Money Bill— 
Senate Action Difficult.

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PRINCESS A SUICIDE; 
LOVED A COMMONER 


Sophia of Saxe-Weimar Shoots 
Herself Because of For- 
bidden Engagement. 


By Marconi Transatlantic Wireless Tele- 
graph to The New York Times. 


BERLIN, Sept. 18.—A painful sen- 
sation has been caused here by tel- 
egrams from Heidelberg announcing 
that Princess Sophia of Saxe-Weimar 
committed suicide early this morning 
in her father’s palace in that city. 
She was 25 years old, a great beauty, 
and much admired in Court society 
for her charming ways. 

This morning, when the news of the 
Princess’s death was first published, 


of | it was given out that she had died 


|from paralysis of the heart, but to- 


night the truth became known. 

The Princess retired to her room 
last night, apparently in her usual 
spirits. Shortly after midnight a shot 
was heard from her room. When 2 
membet of the household reached the 
room the Princess was already dead. 
She had shot herself through the 
forehead with a revolver. 

Her death is doubtless in some way 
connected with the story some months 
ago which linked her name with that 
of Hans von Bleichroeder, son of the 
famous banker. It was then stated 
that the Princess and von Bleich- 
roeder were engaged, but the an- 
nouncement was speedily followed by 
an official statement from Weimar, 
where the head of the family reigns, 
that the report was groundless. 

There were frequent family quarrels 
in consequence of the refusal of the 
family to countenance the marriage, 
but the matter was forgotten by the 
public until the tragedy revived the 
story. 

It was stated at the time that the 
Grand Duke at Weimar would have 
given his consent to the marriage had 
the Princess voluntarily relinquished 
all her titles, but this she declined to 
do.

HEIDELBERG, Sept. 18.— Princess 
Sophia was engaged to marry Hans 
von Bleichroeder of Berlin, eldest 
son of the senior member of one of 
the most powerful banking houses in 
Germany. When the engagement was 
announced prematurely some months 
ago, it was learned that the reigning 
Grand Duke, Prince William Ernest, 
prohibited the union unless the Princess 
renounced all her titles and dignities. 
This she refused to do. 

Princess Sophia and her parents have 
been much beloved in Heidelberg for 
their interest in the poor and the gen- 
eral public welfare, although the father 
is by no means wealthy, and is living on 
an allowance from the Grand Duke. As 
head of the family, the Grand Duke ob- 
jected to the union of the Princess with 
@ man who occupies an inferior station 
in life. Her father, it is said, was in- 
clined to accede to his daughter's wish, 
but was unable to take an independent 
stand owing to his financial relations 
with the Grand Duke. 

While the Princess had been prevented 
from marrying young Bleichroeder, they 
were often seen together here after the 
engagement was announced. Von 


Bleichroeder studied for several years 
at Heldelberg and obtained a doctor's 
degree last inter. 

It is not known whether the pair had 
resigned themselves to the decision of 
the Grand Duke, but von Bleichroeder, 
it is reported, started from Berlin for 
Heidelberg yesterday.

Thirty-Hour Run Test Stopped by 
Injury to Turbines. 


BOSTON, Sept. 18.—The super-dread- 
nought Rivadavia, built for the Argen- 
tine Republic, did not complete her 
thirty. hours’ run, which was begun at 
Rockland, Me., yesterday morning. She 
anchored to-day in President Roads, 
Boston Harbor, for repairs. 

The accident, according to her build- 
ers, is an unimportant one, and was due 
to the fact that some of the battleship’s 
boilers made too much steam, so that 
some buckets on the starboard turbine 


began to curl under the great pressure, 
causing a loss of efficiency.

SULZER COURT OF IMPEACHMENT MEETS 
ASSEMBLY ARRESTS AGENT OF GOVERNOR

Sends James C, Garri- 
son to Albany County 
Penitentiary. 


HE AUCUSED LEGISLATORS 


Then Refused to Testify About 
Alleged Buying of Im- 
peachment Votes. 


CAPTURED IN THE CHAMBER 


Rushed to Bar of House After

His Arrest for Contempt. 


DEFIANT UNDER JAIL THREAT 


Governor’s Press Agent May Be 
Kept In Custody Until the End 
of the Legislative Session.

ALBANY, Friday, Sept. 19.—By vote 


of the Assembly at 2:30 o’clock tis 
morning James C. Garrison, formerly 
managing editor of the New York Press 
and recently William Sulzer’s press 
agent, was ordered committed to the 
county penitentiary. This action fol- 
lowed the action of the Assembly in 
adopting at 12:20 o'clock a resolution 
offered by Majority Leader Levy, put- 
ting Garrison under arrest for alleged 
contempt in refusing to answer ques- 
tions before the Judiciary Committee 
concerning his statements that money | 
was used to influence votes of certain | 
members in bringing about the im- 
peachment of Sulzer. 


Brought before the bar of the House 


wherein he had been held virtually a 
prisoner for several hours, he declared 
his willingness to appear before the 
committee and test?fy on twenty-four 
hours’ notice, provided he was permitted 
to be represented by counsel. 

But he refused to repudiate his al- 
leged statement or speak without the 
advice of counsel, finally remarking 
that the question was for the Assembly 
to clear itself, not him. 

Thereupon he was remanded to the 
custody of the sergeant-at-arms and left 
the chanfer amid threats of Levy that 
he would be kept a prisoner until he 
answered. 

At 2:30 o’clock in the morning the | 
Assembly by a vote of 89 to 3 committed 
Garrison to the County penitentiary for 
the rest of the legiskative session, or un- 
til his release should have been advised 
by the Assembly. After the comitment 
resolution had been adopted, Garrison, 
who in the meantime had been held in 
the clerk’s room, was at once taken to 
the penitentiary. When this was ac- 
complished the Assembly adjourned. 


Quick Action te Catch Garrison. 


This dramatic incident came at the 
end of a day of wearisome waiting on 
the part of the Assembly for votes to 
adopt the new articles of impeachment 
drafted by the majority leaders. 

The Judiciary Committee had been 
anxious to get hold of Garrison ever 
since he appeared before them early 
this month and refused to make good 
charges against Assemblymen or with- | 
draw them. 

In fact he refused to answer any 
question put to him, and the meeting of 
the committee broke up in a row. 

Last night Mr. Garrison felt secure | 
enough to stroll nonchalantly into the | 
Assembiy Chamber. The majority lead- 
er, Mr. Levy, at once directed the Ser- 
geant at Arms to close the doors and 
not permit Garrtson to leave the 
Chamber. Garrison made three at- 
tempts to escape, but in each instance 
was turned back by the doorkeepers. 

The quick decision to take action 
against Garrison for his aspersions on 
members of the Assembly was due to 
the fact that at a previous session of 
the Assembly resolutions were passed 
ordering the arrest of Louis A. Sarecky 
and Frederick L. Colwell for refusing 
to testify before the Frawley commit- 
tee, but they “‘ could not be found there- 
after’? and are still ‘‘at large”’ so far 
as the committee is concerned. 

A resolution was promptly introduced 
by Mr. Levy for the arrest and ar- 
raignment of Garrison at the bar of 
the House. After a bitter debate this 
was passed by a vote of 80 to 10. 

An amendment, offered. by Assembly- 
man Hinman, the minority leader, who 
would give Garrison a chance to appear 
before the Judiciary Committee and 
purge himself of this contempt by an- 
swering the questions he had pre- 
viously declined to answer, was voted 
down with only twelve votes in its 
favor. 





Prisoner Defiant. 


When Garrison was brought up to the 
bar Speaker Smith said: “I will ask 
you a question. Did you say to any 
man that to your knowledge votes were 
purchased for. the adoption of the: im- 
peachment resolution? ” 

“TI am sorry that I can make no 
statement on the subject,”’ said Mr. Gar- 
rison. ‘‘I will make no statement until 
I have my counsel here.” 

“This is a simple question. It will 
give you a chance to clear yourself 
without making trouble,” said Speaker 
Smith. 

With a dogged and defiant air, Garri- 
son retorted: 


“The question here is for the Assem- 
bly to clear itself, not me.”

These were some of the utterances 
with which Garrison's sally was re- 
ceived by members, who crowded into 
the well of the chamber and seemed on 
the verge of attacking the prisoner. 

Assemblyman Levy, who did not seem 
to have caught the significance of Gar- 
rison’s retort, moved right {nto the well 
and stood beside tne prisoner. 

“IT move that this man be held in 
the custody of the Sergeant at Arms 
awaiting the return of the House,” 
said Mr, Levy. This motion was adopt- 
ed with vociferous approval. 

“Take him to jail and keep him 
there until we want him,” shouted 
Levy, as the prisoner was hustled from 
the chamber. “TI will pass a resolu- 
tion immediately to authorize such ac- 
tion.” 

Under the legislative law, Garrison, 
unless he purges himself, can be kept 
locked up for the rest of the year or 
until the end of the present legislative 
term. 


Seek Votes to Pass New Articles. 


The ostensible business of the As- 
sembly yesterday was to adopt the five 
additional articles of impeachment 
which had been drafted by the Demo- 
cratic leaders. 

Wednesday’s roll calls showed 102 
members present—80 Democrats, 20 Re- 
publicans and 2 Progressives. Yesterday 
there were not over eighty members all 
told here, and these complained bitterly 


of being compelled to wait around be- |; 


cause those in authority did not seem 
to know how to proceed. 

There was a conference of the Demo- 
cratic leaders Wednesday night which 
lasted well into the morning, and then 
the matters considered—that of final 
adjournment and new articles of im- 
peachment—were laid over for further 
discussion. The questions were taken up 
again after breakfast, and were dis- 
cussed until the court convened. 

One of the questions which bothered 
was whether evidence discovered since 


the adoption of the articles of impeach-} 


mént could be submitted to the court. 
This was decided in the negative, since 


the indictment was on specified charges, 


and the court could consider none but 
those presented. Therefore amended ar- 
ticles were necessary, and they must 
be passed by the Assembly. 


Then another question arose whether} 


twenty days’ notice was not necessary 
before these additional charges could 
be considered by the House to be for- 
mulated into amended articles of im- 
peachment. This was settled tem- 
porarily by the information that the 
question. of the twenty days’ notice 
would be waived by the counsel for 
Sulzer. 


Then came up thé greatest problem— 


to get the necessary number of votes to, 
pass the: new or amended articles of 
impeachment. This would require 76 
votes. 

The Assembly contains 147 members, 
of which 101 are Democrats. Eighteen 
of these Democrats failed to show up 
Wednesday night, and when noses were 
counted yesterday it was found that the 
majority was 30 short of the number re- 
quired to pass the new articles. 

By 11 o’clock in the evening, however, 
a sufficient number of members had 
gathered in the Assembly Chamber to

CONGRESS TAKES A RECESS 


Conferees Finally Agree on Counrt- 
ervailing Duty on Wheat 
and Flour.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—In despair 
of receiving the conference report on the 
Tariff bill this week, both houses of 
Congress adjourned to-day, to meet 
again on Monday. While the confer- 
ence report, when finally made, is cer- 
tain to be adopted, there will be some 
obstacles to overcome. Chairman 
Underwood of the House Committee on 
Ways and Means told his partisans this 
morning that they must remain in Wash- 
ington for the next ten days to prevent 
mishaps to the Tariff bill. Chairman 
Simmons of the Senate Committee on 
Finance is prepared to have his full 
party strength in attendance. 

Senator Pomerene of Ohio, a Demo- 
erat, practically gave notice to-day that 
he would try to recommit the bill to 
the Conference Comm:ttee by moving to 
instruct the Senate managers to insist 
upon the internal tax of $1.10 a gallon 
on wine. spirits and 25 cents a gallon 
on fortified wines. The conferees al- 
ready have decided to drop the pro- 
visions temporarily ana refer the whole 
subject to a joint sub-committee for re- 
port at the next session. 

Mr, Pomerene, who voiced the antag- 
onism between the Ohio and Missouri 
wine growers on the one hand and the 
California and New York growers on 
the other, told the Senate that through 
the exemption of the California vine- 
yards from the $1.10 tax the Govern- 
ment had lost $65,000,000. The loss in 
the last fiscal year, he said, was $6,544,- 
000. The sweet California white wine, 
he said, contained 22 per cent. pure al- 
cohol, and that a woman sipping a glass 
of it in her home took in more alcohol 


than a man taking a highball at a bar. 
When Mr. Pomerene’s motion is de- 
feated he will ‘vote for the conference 
report. 

The Tariff Conference Committee 
reached the controversial points of dif- 
ference between the two houses to-day 
and little progress was made. The 
metal schedule was disposed of with the 
exception of the rates to be imposed on 
ferromanganese and lead and zinc ores. 
Two hours were devoted to a discus- 
sion of the duty on burlaps, but no 
agreement was reached. The House 
provision that cans, boxes, or other 
containers holding less than five pounds 
of tea should be subject to the same 
duty that would be imposed on them if 
imported empty was finally adopted 
by the conference. 

The most important decision at to- 
day’s conference was to retain the 
countervailing duty on wheat and wheat 
products. While the phraseology 
been modified, the rates practically are 
those of the Senate, imposing a levy of 
10 cents a bushel on wheat, 45 cents 
on a barel of 196 pounds of wheat flour

Wilson Is Sympathetic, but 
Thinks Fair Managers Should 
Ask Ex-President First. 


COLONEL IS NON-COMMITTAL 


His Secretary Says He Has Not Yet 
Been Invited—wWill Answer 
Quickly, if Asked.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—Cordial 
sympathy was expressed at the White 
‘House to-day with the suggestion that 
|ex-President Roosevelt be designated 
jas a special commissioner of the United 
| States to the Governments of Great 
Britain and Germany to induce them 
to reconsider their declination of the 
invitation to participate officially in 
the Panama-Pacific Exposition. 

It was admitted that the suggestion 
had been under consideration and that 
President Wilson would be glad to co- 
operate with the managers of the ex- 
{position in their desire to have Col. 
; Roosevelt accept the proposed mission. 
As far as the Administration knows the 
suggestion has not been laid formally 
before Cal. Roosevelt. 

In the opinion of high officials the 
overtures to the Colonel should be made 
lby the exposition authorities and if he 
is willing to consider the matter Presi- 
dent Wilson and Secretary Bryan will 
lend their aid to induce him to accept. 

After that the Government will do 
everything within its rights to give Col.

One Company Files Action Against 
Three Others Under Missouri Law. 


ST. LOUIS, Sept. 18.—A damage suit 
for $300,000 was filed in the Circuit 
Court here to-day against the I'ilm Ex- 
change Corporation of Virginia, the 
Mutual Film Corporation of Delaware, 
the Mutual Film Corporation of Mis- 
souri, and frederick A. Keller, St.

When interviewed to-day in Aschaf- 
fenberg by THE TIMES correspondent, 
Schmidt’s father stated positively that

|that Hans was melancholy in his 
| youth but diligent in his schoolwork, 
and acquitted himself well both in

DEAF TO LEISHMAN’S PLEA. 
Ex-Diplomat’s Son Unable to Save 


Speeding Chauffeur from Jail. 


J. Alexander Leishman, son of the 
former diplomat, John G. A. Leishman, 
failed yesterday to induce Magistrate 
James J. Conway in the Long Island 
City Court to remit a fine of $70 which 
had been imposed on John Galbo, a 
chauffeur for A. T. Demarest of Fifty- 
seventh Street and Broadway, Manhat- 
tan. 

Galbo later in the day was taken 
to the Queens County Jail, where he 
will serve a sentence of three days’ im- 
prisonment unless the fine is paid in 
the meantime. Policeman William H. 
Eynon arrested Galbo on Monday morn- 
ing as his car went across the viaduct 
at Diagonal Street and on the Long Isl- 
Plaza of the Queensboro 
Bridge at a speed of thirty-six miles an 


hour. 
It appears that three weeks ago Galbo 


was arrested at the same place by Lieut. 
Henry P. Shelly in charge of Traffic 
Squad C in Queens, charged with running 
his automobile at the rate of fifty miles 
an hour. He was fined $40 by Magis- 
trate Conway and paid the fine. Young 
Leishman also was a passenger in the 
automobile on this occasion. Policeman 
Eynon at the hearing on Tuesday testi- 


fied on the witness stand that Leishman 
linformed him that he had Lieut. Shelly 


transferred for making the arrest of 
three weeks ago and that he would do 


ithe same thing to Eynon.

He told a crowd of sympathetic by- 
standers that he broke one of his wrists 
some time ago cranking a car and his 
arm was still weak. Several of the by- 
standers took turns in cranking the car, 
but they were unable to start the en- 
gine. Finally in answer to a telephone 
message a mechanician arrived from a 
garage and started the machine. Leish- 
man then drove away. Galbo was con- 
fident that Leishman would return some 
time during the day and pay the fine, 
but he had failed to appear when court 
closed last evening, so_Galbo was taken 
to the Queens County Jail.

NO NATIONAL STRIKE YET 


Raliway Unlon’s Executive Board 
Falls to Order It. 


LONDON, Sept. 18.—Despit- the inter- 
vention of the Lord Mayor, which led 
to the concession by the Tillings Omni- 
bus Company of the right of the men 
to wear union badges, a general strike 
of the London traction employes is still 
imminent on the clear-cut issue of rec- 
ognition of the union. 

Explaining the failure of a conference 
held at the Mansion House to-day, Ben 
Smith, the organizer, said at a meeting 
of the strikers to-night: 


‘We are preparing to stop every pas- 
senger-carrying vehicle {n London be- 
fore we will lose the fight. Tillings 
will come first; then the General Omni- 
bus Company, then thé tubes, and after 
that, {f we are forced to it, the street 
cars.” 

The strikers declare that the Tillings 
Company’s concessions with regard to 
wearing badges are not enough, that the 
union must be recognized, and the griev- 


ances with reference to wages and hours 
adjusted. 

Mass meetings of employes of the 
omnibus.companies have mie called tor 
to-morrow night. The Tillings service 
was badly crippled to-day and will prob- 
ably be suspended to-morrow. 

The recent ation of the Lon- 
don underground railways and tubes 
and omnibuses and privately owned 
street car companies forms one. of the 
‘most, powerful traction combinations in 
The unionizing of the em- 

interests proceeded 
with equal success. Therefore the exe- 
cution of a general strike order means 
the practical stoppage of all passenger- 
carrying traffic except the municipal 
street cars. Even the municipal em- 
one to might join in a sympathetic 


The failure of the Executive Board of 
the National Railway Union either to 
indorse or to repudiate the strike of the 
freight handlers has relieved the danger 
of a national railroad strike for the 
moment, but this action has brought 
about a worse situation at both Liver- 
pool and Birmingham. 

A ngpest circulated at Birmingham to- 
day that the governing body of the 
union had indorsed the demand for a 
national strike was hailed by the strik- 
ers there with wild delight. This turned 
to intense anger when a denial of the re- 
port was received. The strikers adopted 
a resolution condemning the Executive 
and reiterating their demand for a na- 
tional strike. 

The freight paralysis at Birmingham 
is affecting other points in the Midlands. 
The London & North Western Railway 
is not accepting any freight for Bir- 
mingham. 

Negotiations between the strikers and 
the railway officials at Liverpool are 
Suspended. because the latter declined 
to discuss the refusal of the men to 
handle goods from Dublin. The com- 
panies will reinstate the men only on 
condition that they handle all freight 
without discrimination. 

In Dublin more firms closed down to- 
day. What little work was done at 
the docks was under police protection. 
Profiting by the experience of yester- 
day’s riots, the authorities diverted the 
street cars frorn the routes followed by 
the processions of strikers. Many strik- 
ers are on the verge of starvation, and 
the belief is becoming general that the 
workmen will be starved into submis- 
sion. ~The opposition of the Catholic 
clergy to the Transport Workers’ Union 
is growing. 

James Larkin, the leader of the union, 
denies the reports of threatened starva- 
tion and asserts that food and coal are 
being sent to the strikers in increasing 
quantities from England and Scotland. 

The situation is becoming graver in 
Manchester. If the carters fuftll their 
threat to strike the traffic of the port 
will come to a complete standstill. 

The only item to the credit of indus- 
trial peace to-day was an agreement on 
the basis for a settlement of the London 
building trades strike.

The master mind of the carmen’s side 
of the controversy, James Larkin, is a 
picturesque character, who imbibed his 
union principles while working in steel 
mills in the United States, When he 
egan his work of organizing transport 
labor in Ireland he found practically a 
virgin field for his efforts. Larkin is 
not even an Irishman, having begun his 
career at the Liverpool docks. He_be- 
in Continental and American 
methods of conducting strikes, and has 
no sympathy with ‘the Nationalist aspira- 
tions which are so dear to the hearts 
of many of his followers. 

He had little patience with the slow 
and conservative methods introduced 
into Ireland by men who had obtained 
their labor union training in England, 
so he soon broke from tnese leaders and 
proceeded to organize the transport 
workers of Dublin on the basis of 
similar organizations in the United 
States. His efforts met with bitter op- 
Rosition from the employers. 

The leader of the 9 fae meee in the 
Dublin fight, Williiam M. Murphy, was 
formerly a Nationalist Member of Par- 
liament for Dublin and is a man of ex- 
tensive financial interests. He resisted 
the strike with uncompromising vigor, 
and the other capitalists of Dublin 
joined him to a man. He believes in 
fighting fire with fire, and his favorite 
weapon is a lockout of every laborer 
believed to have connection with the 
Transport Workers’ Union. 

The old rallying cries incident to the 
question of home rule were forgotten 
when the strike began, and Nationalist 
Catholics and anti-home oot Orange- 
men found themselves allied on one 
side against a similar alignment on 
the other. 

Larkin is boycotted by all the Irish 
press and by several of e powerful 
organizations which put home 
above everything else, but in spite of 
this opposition he has rallied about 
him a force whicn promises to develop 
into a Poe party. 

Should home rule for Ireland become 
an actuality far-seeing Irish politicians 
believe the new Government will find a 
fresh alignment of parties, organized 
on the basis of economic differences 
instead of, as hitherto, the sharply_di- 
vided Protestants and Catholics, Na- 
tionalists and Orangemen.

POST WHEELER GUILTLESS. 


Itallan Minister Exonerates Diplo- 
mat on Gasoline Import Accusation.

Wheeler, Secretary of the American 
Embassy here, is accused of violating 
the rules regarding gasoline which 
the Italian Government admits free of 
duty to diplomatists, have caused 
much surprise in Rome.

Andrew Clifford Agnew, retired banker 
and Director of the Farmers’ Loan & 
Trust Company, who died on Oct. 6, 
1912, left an estate of a total value of 
$1,826,122 according to the report of the 
Transfer Tax Appraiser filed yesterday. 
His securities amounted to $1,706,000 of 
which he.had placed bonds valued at 
$529,856 in trust with his two sons to 
hold for themselves and his two daugh- 
ters. 

After giving in his will $5,000 to each 
of his sixteen grandchildren he divided 
his estate in equal shares among his 


four children, Mrs. Catherine 8S. Auchin- 
eloss, Mrs. Alice A. Fisher, George B.

MISSING LAWMAKER BACK. 


Deputy Bordes-Mangel, Reported 
Slain, Returns to Congress.

MEXICO CITY, Sept. 18.—Deputy 
Enrique Bordes-Mangel, whose as- 
sassination was reported throughout 
the United States by rebel press 
agents, made his appearance in the 
best of health’ and spfrits’ in* the 
lower house of Congress yestérday 
and took his seat.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—-Everything 
that came to Hight to-day concerning 
tne Mexican situation tended to indi- 
cate that the Wilson Administration still 
was engaged in the unsatisfactory prac-

The Administration apparently is 
playing a waiting game, in the hope that 
events in Mexico will so shape them- 
selves that the Huerta Government soon 
will be willing to make overtures to the 
United States preliminary to conces- 
sions. Hints were given to-day that this 
Government might make no important 
move until after the constitutional elec- 
tion set for Oct. 26. It was indicated 
the United States would be inclined to 
hold Mexico to a strict accountability 
regarding its promise that the election 
should take place on that date. 


Torreon Refugees Safe. 


The caravan of refugees from Torreon, 
Mexico, numbering over 100 Americans, 
rode from Saltillo to Monterey by rail, 
arriving there in safety and good health, 
according to advices received to-day in 
the State Department from Consul Gen- 
eral Hanna at Monterey. All were in 
good spirits. They got in late Saturday 
and the greater part of them, after 
resting for two or three days, went on 
into the United States by way of La- 
redo, Texas. 

Mr. Hanna reported that the refugees 
not only had not been captured by revo- 
lutionists, but at no time were molested 
by bandits or Federals. They were fif- 


|; teen days making the overland journey 


to Saltillo, the roads being in rough 
condition. Many of the men were com- 
pelled to walk the greater part of the 
distance. 

A dispatch come to the department to- 
day from Vice Consul Davis at Guada- 
lajara, saying that the official account 
of the killing of Morris P. Root, the 
manager of El Tigre mine near 
Tepic, as supplied by the Federal com- 
mander and the territorial authorities, 
stated that Root was killed in a quarrel 
with a Mexican miner. Full particulars 
had- not been received by Consul Alger 
at Mazatlan, but he telegraphed to the 
State Department to-day that he had 
made a demand by telegraph at once on 
the ‘Governor of Tepic that the mur- 
derers of Root be arrested, and had re- 
ceived a reply giving the names of the 
guilty men and the assurance that they 
would be arrested -as soon as caught. 
The territorial Governor has a force in 
pursuit of the murderers. 


Others Artive from Durango. 


A party of fifty American refugees, 
mostly women and children, has reached 
Zacatecas City from Durango and the 
vicinity, all bound for the United States. 
Consul General Hanna advised the de- 


partment that several Americans sup- 
posed to have been seized or killed in 
the vicinity of Torreon had been ac- 
counted for. Every Consul in Mexico 
now requires all Americans arriving in 
any place where there is a consulate to 
register and give an account as far as 
possible of persons missing or not heard 
from, 

Among those for whom inquiries have 
been made through the State Depart- 
ment and who have been found to be 
safe are V. C. Pearman, with his wife 
and sister, who left Monterey Tuesday 
for their home in Colorado: George H. 
Pound, who remained at Torreon, and 
Lindsay G. Haines, who came 
through to Monterey and was sent on 
to her home in Kansas. Inquiries also 
were made as to the safety of Eugene 
Blalock, who arrived at Saltillo with the 
caravan of refugees.

DEMAND ACTION BY BRYAN. 


Refugees Insist That Their Mexican 
Property Be Protected. 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 18.—A protest 
against the American State Department’s 
action in issuing a warning that caused 
them to leave their homes in the Yaqui 
Valley of Southern Sonora, Mexico, was 


sent to Secretary Bryan to-night by 
more than 100 American refugees who 
arrived in San Diego yesterday on the 
United States warship Buffalo. It 
was requested. that the department re- 
turn the refugees to their homes, that 
they might protect their property, or 
that the United States Government send 
to the valley at once a force sufficient 
e guard it against theft and destruc- 
on. 

Charles F, O’Brien of the Richardson 
Construction Company, from the hold- 
ings of which most of the refugees came, 
worded and signed the protest. He as- 
serted that the American settlers left 
their homes. at the solicitation of Robert 
Vail, Consul at Guaymas, and Lieut. R. 
L. Henley of the Buffalo, believing 
that ‘‘most decisive action would be 
taken at once; otherwise they would 
never have abandoned their homes and 
their property.”

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SILVER DEMOCRATS IN THE 
HOUSE. 

Sixty-seven Democratic members of 
the House of Representatives voted 
against the gold standard amendment 
to the Banking and Currency bill 
yesterday. The names of the Dem- 
ecrats who voted yea on Mr. Wi1nco’s 
motion to strike the amendment from 
the bill are a more interesting sub- 
ject of study and reflection even 
than the amendment itself, of which 
it would be easy to exaggerate the 
importance. Three Alabama Dem- 
oecrats voted against including in the 
pill the declaration that nothing it 
contains shall be construed as repeal- 
ing the act of March 14, 1900, estab- 
lishing the gold standard. 
Arkansas sends a solid delegation of 
seven Democrats to the House, and 
every one of the seven voted against 
the gold standard amendment. The 
entire Colorado delegation of two, 
both Democrats, voted against the 
amendment. Five of the twelve 


Georgia members, seven of the eight 
Democrats from Mississippi, six of 
the fourteen Democrats from Missou- 
and two of the three Democrats 
from Nebraska, Mr. Bryan’s State, 


voted in the same way. Oklahoma's 
three Democratic Congressmen—there 
are two Republicans also from that 
State—voted against the amendment. 
Curiously enough, Mr. LATHROP 
Brown of the First (or Suffolk) Dis- 


trict of New York stood out against 
the gold standard. Seven of the six- 
teen Democrats from voted 


against it. 
The Mississippi Democrat, Mr. 


WITHERSPOON, who described the 


amendment as “a dirty gold bug 
resolution,” evidently expressed the 
general sentiment of the sixty-seven 
Democrats who favored the Wingo 
resolution to strike out. Their af- 
firmative votes are hardly susceptible 
of any other explanation. The vote 
must be accepted as an evidence of 
the survival of the free silver faith, 
and it is a flattering testimonial to 
the enduring quality of Mr. Bryan’s 
teachings, although Mr. Bryan, of 
course, was wise enough to let it be 
known that he favored the amend- 
ment.

GOVERNORS ISLAND. 

The plan of merchants and bankers 
of this city, set forth in their petition 
to Senator O'Gorman, to have an in- 
fantry regiment permanently stationed 
on Governors Island for the protection 
of the lower part of Manhattan in case 
of riot or disaster, is thoroughly ap- 
proved by the army. Military men 
never favored the idea of the last Ad- 
ministration to do away with the post 
on Governors Island altogether. 

Some time ago a full set of plans 
was prepared by a famous firm of ar- 
ehitects for new barracks and other 
buildings to house troops suitably at 
the post in the bay, and make it one 
of the most complete and _ best- 
equipped army posts in the country. 
The army’s belief is that a full regi- 
ment of infantry, the crack regiment 
of the army, should be stationed on 
Governors Island all the time, and for 
precisely the reasons set forth in the 
petition.

Nothing was done by Turkey for 
seventeen years. Then, in 1895, three 
of the Powers—Great Britain, Russia,

and inadequate, but better than noth- 
ing. The Sublime Porte half com- 
plied, half resisted. Within two years 
100,000 Armenians were massacred 


and great numbers driven from the 
eountry. Still nothing was done. A 
dozen years passed. The Young 
Turks’ rebellion ensued, and in 1907 
its leaders promised safety and jus- 
tice to the Armenians and gave them 


instead the massacre of Adana and 


renewed persecution. Within the year 
the power of the Turks in Europe has 
been for the time destroyed, and, 
though the savage war between the 
Baikan allies has enabled the Turks to 
regain Adrianople and a large part of 
Thrace, it is extremely unlikely that 
they will be allowed to retain them. 
Sir EpwarRpD GREY, oniy a few days 
since, declared in plain terms that the 
future of the Turks lay in their 
Asiatic possessions and that Wurope 
would respect Turkish integrity there, 
but. only on condition that they ruled 
decently. 

If this be really the common pur- 
pose of the Powers, the question of 
protecting the Armenians will be the 
first and most pressing that must be 
taken up. .And the protection of, the 
Armenians can be assured only by a 
rational and effective plan of self- 
government in the regions where they 
are in a majority, presided over by 
a European Governor, or Vall, chosen 
on the nomination of the Powers. On 
these conditions the Armenians can 
be counted on to remain loyal to the 
Turkish Government and to contrib- 
ute their full share to the strength 
and prosperity of Turkey. From the 
direct and complete rule of the Turks 
in their immediate affairs they must 
be relieved, for the Turks are funda- 
mentally incapable of efficient and 
decently just rule. 

Their incapacity is due to the in- 
herent qualities of the race and to 
the religion by which for centuries 
they have been inspired. A race of 
warriors, their religion teaches them 
that all infidels are hopelessly be- 
neath them, A recent French writer, 


M. Marcet Leart, describes the eco- 


nomic causes that have led to the 
persecution of the Christians in Tur- 
key: 

Islamism prescribes wars of conquest 
as a religious duty. Such wars imply 
the right to plunder. * * * By the 
law of least resistance the Turk pre- 
fers to all other callings that of the 
warrior. He owes to this choicdc his 

, military qualities, and also his eco- 
nomic failure. The land and the riches 


acquired as the booty of war have 
kept him from all productive activity, 
When the era of conquest closed, he~

vator of the soil and artisan, but indif- 
ferently, and with rooted disdain. His 
product has been less than that of the 
Christian, forced to live by his own 
labor and to relying solely on himself. 
Finally the Christian by sharp effort 
has become the sole productive ele- 
ment in this vast empire, while the 
Turk is sunk in poverty. He bears it 
with the resignation that is in the 
heart of every Mussulman. But the 
struggle toward material well-being is 
stilled. This great spring of civiliza- 
tion is unknown tovhim. 

This is a somewhat extreme view. 
The Turk, if forced to Mve on equal 
terms with his Christian neighbors— 
and that is what must come in the 
end—will not die out. He will, in the 
long run, work out a peaceful living. 
But in the meanwhile the demand of 
the Christian subjects of Turkey that 
equal terms shall be accorded cannot 
forever be denied, as it has been 
for a half century. Sir Epwarp Grey 
intimated that if the Concert of 
Europe will not deal with Turkey 
some one of its members will have to 
be allowed to do so. 
are forced back into Asia, the Power 
to assume this task will most nat- 
urally be Russia, and next time Rus- 
sia will hardly be stopped on the 
heights of San Stefano.

THE DUTY ON ART ANTIQUITIES. 

So far as is known, no agreement 
has yet been reached in the Confer- 
ence Committee of the House and Sen- 
ate in regard to the restoration of art 
antiquities to the freé list, where they 
were placed in the House bill. The 
Senate struck out the provision, it 
seems, merely because a. few of the 
Senators felt that the antiquities of 
art are chiefly of interest to wealthy 
persons who ought to be taxed, on 
general principles, as heavily and as 
thoroughly as possible. The short- 
sightedness of this action should be 
realized, without much argument, by 
everybody, 

Every piece of ancient art that !s 
brought to this country becomes in 
time the people’s property, and an in- 
strument for the advancement of gen- 
eral culture. Even if this were not so, 
and the potentiality of the painting, 
carving, pottery, or jewelry, as an 
educational influence, were limited to 
the comparatively few who came in 
contact with it, there would be small 
excuse, if any, to restrict the importa- 
tion of art antiquities by placing a tax 
upon them which would never largely 
increase the national revenues. More- 
over, it is an established fact that the 
great collections of art treasures all 
find their way in time into the art 
museums which are open to the peo- 
ple. 

The Senate, under the influence of 
Mr. Tuomas of Colorado, provided that 
if any imported art antiquity were 
given to an art museum open to the 
public without charge on four days of 
every week, within five years of its 
importation, the duty should be re- 
mitted. This is a .lumsy and, it 
seems, an unfair provision. If the 
treasure should be held in private 
ownership six years, or five years and 
six months, the tax would not be 
lifted. The proposed amendment 


seems to emphasize the folly of taxing 
such art works. 

It is confidently expected, however, 
that the antiquities of art will be re- 
stored to the free list in conference, 
and it is also hoped that the duty on 
lart will be removed altogether before 
| the Tariff bill reaches its final state. 
| The orthodox protectionists were will- 
\ing to admit art antiquities free of 
duty. Why should a tariff reform 
Congress persist in taxing them? 
Strong and logical appeals have been 
made to Mr. UNDERWoop, Chairman of 
the Conference Committee, and to Sen- 
ator Simmons, Chairman of the Sen- 
ate’s Finance Committee, in regard to 
these features of the bill. 


THE MEXICAN ELECTION. 


Opinions differ in Mexico as to 
whether an election, under the estab- 
lished legal form, will be held there 
Oct. 26. The only avowed candidate 
for the Presidency thus far is Gen. 
FELIX Diaz, and five weeks before 
the day fixed he is In Paris or Blar- 
ritz, and there is no sign of campaign- 
ing in his behalf. What his strength 
may be with the Mexican people no- 
body out of that country can guess, 
but he has assuredly given up all ad- 
vantage he may have gained by his 
successful rebellion against MaDERo. 
CaRRANZA is not in the field as a can- 
didate for election. Gen. HuERTA has 
not been very frank with the Wash- 
ington authorities in regard to his pos- 
sible appearance as a candidate, but 
he has frequently said that he would 
not run, and, indeed, took the office 
of Provisional President with the 
expressed understanding that he 
would support the candidacy of Draz. 

The procedure in Mexican elections 
is involved in mystery. The Constitu- 
tion provides only that the election of 
President shall be “indirect in the 
first degree and by secret ballot.” The 


number of electors varies in the va- 
rious States, and so does the manner 


of voting. As to whether there was 
ever an election in Mexico in which the 


will of the entire people was made 
known, there must always be some 
doubt. But the people as a whole 


wanted Porrirkio Diaz at the head of 


the State, until he grew so old that 


they felt he was becoming the tool of 
others whom they distrusted, and 
there is no doubt that MADERO was, for 


the time, the people’s choice, no mat- 
ter what the manner of his election 


may have been. 


It should be reassuring, however, 
to know that the people in the Mex- 
ican capital believe that an election

STEEL CARS AND ROADBEDS. 

Steel cars should be thought of 
whenever wooden cars are smashed 
to pieces in a derailment or collision 
of passenger trains, but they are not 
the first consideration. This point is 
well pressed home by Mr. J. O. Fagan, 
whose letter to THE TIMEs, appearing 
elsewhere, calls attention to the in- 
creasing weakness of roadbeds under 
the impact of modern heavy cars and 
locomotives, 

The provision of steel cars never 
prevented accidents, never can pre- 
vent them. It may, indeed, be a direct 
cause of the spreading or fracture uf 
rails and of consequent derailments. 
The prevention of accidents bon the 
railways has become a direct personal 
issue between managements and men. 
It is an issue of the gravest impor- 
tance to the public, and it has been 
brought to an acute stage by the con- 
tinual demands for more pay, or, when 
that is refused, less responsibility for 
the trainmen to whose hands are in- 
trusted the lives of passengers. It 
might even be argued that the multi- 
plication of mechanical “ safety” de- 
vices is now in itself an element of 
danger—until this issue with the train- 
men is settled, at any rate, the addi- 
tion of mechanical devices will be used 
as an argument for further lightening 
the work and responsibility of each of 
them. When engineers, conductors, 
and flagmen unite to thrust the “ safe- 
ty first ” responsibility upon the power 
of car bodies to withstand shocks of 
collisions resulting from their running 
past signals, it is time for the public 
to take a part in passing upon their 
qualifications.

plied than was that of Wednesday even- 
ing, when the Imperator came into the 
dock with her enormous burden of pas- 
sengers and baggage. Of thé former 
there were enough to make a good-sized 
town, and of the latter to build a re- 
spectable hill, if not a small mountain, 
and yet within less than four hours all 
the formalities incidental to landing had 
been gone through with, and the travel- 
ers, with their belongings and their rel- 
atives and friends, had scattered through 
the city. 

This was not accomplished, to be sure, 
altogetber without crowding and confu- 
sion, and some tempers of the quick and 
easy-acting sort were ruffled by annoy- 
ances and delays not quite all of which 
seemed necessary or irremediable, but 
all fairly patient and considerate people 
were impressed by the speed and effi- 
ciency with which both the employés of 


the steamship company and the repre- 
sentatives of the Government performed 
their difficult and complicated tasks. 

Especially noticeable was the expert- 
ness with which the customs men ad- 
justed their examinations to what from 
their point of view was the public in- 
terest, making rigid inquiries and in- 
spections in some instances, and in oth- 
ers passing baggage in what looked like 
a hasty and perfunctory manner, though 
it was presumably all that was needed 
in those particular cases. That these 
men can catch smugglers, and do, they 
have proved many times of late, but 
they are able to do it without subjecting 
all travelers, or even many, to the pro- 
longed and minute inquisition that is in 
|}itself an accusation justified only by 
conviction. 

The inspectors complain of these night 
landings as involving for them cruelly 
long hours and loss of sleep without a 


compensating increase of pay. Thelr 
grievance is real, but of course it lies 
against the Government and not against 
the traveling public, and the remedy 
would not be the abolition of night land- 
ings, but proper provision for attending 
to them without imposing hardships on 
anybody. And, after all, these com- 
| plainants have not a few days with little 
work in which to rest up. One way of 
helping them would be to have baggage 
| labels of larger size and readier visibil-

° American market to the 
" Light. feathers of wild birds 
has been practically won. A few for- 
malities remain to be completed before 
the section of the new Tariff bill de- 
voted to this section becomes law, and 
there is still a remote chance of ad- 
verse action on the pronibiting para- 
graph, but confidence in a complete vic- 
tory over the would-be exterminators 
of many of the most beautiful and use- 
ful species of birds is now justified. 

The importers gave battle first in the 
House, and there were soundly beaten. 
Then they made a desperate stand in 
the Senate, and there for a while it 
seemed likely that they would have bet- 
ter fortune, for the Senators, strangely 
enough, showed, in spité of their sup- 
posed superior wisdom, a strong inclina- 
tion to ignore the facts presented to 
them by ornithologists, and to heed 
only the sophistical argiiments and rash 
misrepresentations made in behalf of 
the plumage houses. They gave grave 
consideration to pleas as absurd as the 
one that if wild bird feathers were ex- 
eluded vast numbers of estimable work- 
ing girls would lose their employment 
forever! Even the Senators had to 
smile, however, when the old fable 
about picking up moulted plumes was 
solemnly repeated as an answer to the 
stories about starving nestlings. 

The first result of the Senatorial de- 
liberations was an ‘‘ amendment’ of 
the section that, by admitting the feath- 
ers of birds that anybody ate or called 
** pestiferous,’’ would have been a death 
“sentence to every well-dressed creature 
that flies. But from tht position the 
Senators have now withdrawn, doing 
it in consequence of pressure they found 
irresistible from the Audubon Societies 
and other well-informed and civilized 
people, and the section as agreed upon 
by the Conference Committee is sub- 
stantially as passed by the House. 

This triumph will encourage the pro- 
tectors of birds all over the world, and 
will deprive the countries where similar 
action has not yet been taken of their 
best excuse for not falling into line. A

Scarlet fever is a somewhat mystert- 
ous, aS well as a most terrible, malady, 
for though there is every reason to be- 
lieve that it is of bacterial origin, its 
germ has never been isolated. Not only 
are its victims in serious danger of 
death from its direct consequences, but, 
if they survive these, only too often they 
suffer through life from grave physical 
or mental incapacities. It numbers 
among the most contagious of the fevers, 
and every case of it is therefore a pub- 
lic danger. 

The spreading of the disease is what 
Dr. MurpHy says can be stopped, and 
by the very simple expedient of daily in- 
unctions with eil of eucalyptus. This is 
a well-known germicide of the milder 
sort, and would hardly be expected to 
be efficient for the purpose, but .the

THAW AND DR. COOK. 


Public Sympathy for Them Called 
a Transitory “ Craze.” 


To the Dditor of The New York Times: y 

Is there not a certain similarity, so 
far as undeserved and unwarranted 
public sympathy is concerned, between 
the case of Dr. Cook and the case of 
Harry K. Thaw? Dr. Cook was a 
common faker and fraud; and yet, a 
majority of the Canadian and Ameri- 
can people—probably an overwhelming 
majority—not ‘only sympathized with 
him, but became actively and demon- 
stratively hostile to all who doubted his 
statement or questioned his preten- 
sions. Thaw was always an “ undesir- 
able citizen,’ and is now a criminal 
lunatic; and yet, large numbers of Ca- 
nadians and Americans not only sym- 
pathize with him, but show a readiness 
to fight the officers of the law in his 
defense.

The under dog theory may possibly 
explain, in part, the sympathy for 
Thaw, but it does not explain at all 
the sympathy for Cook, because the 
latter became the upper dog in the very 
first skirmish, and Peary had to carry 
on an uphill fight against a flower- 
garlanded dog who had every advant- 
age in position, and who was cheered 
on by three-fourths of the unreasoning 
people who watched the contest.

HEAVY STEEL TRAINS 


Do Not Prevent Accidents, but 
May Cause Them. 


To the Dditor of The New York Times: 

The present agitation for steel cars 
on railroads, dodging, as it does, more 
pressing needs and issues, is a matter 
of wide public importance. I would 
like, therefore, to present to readers of 
Tue Trmes a little ‘‘ safety first ’’ logic 
which I think will go to show that un- 
der present conditions on the railroads 
steel car legislation would not only be 
very unwise, but would actually be a 
case of dangerous Federal interference 
with railroad management. 

Let me begin by reminding your read- 
ers that just about a year ago quite a 
sensation was created by the discov- 
ery and publication by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission of facts relating 
to the manufacture of steel rails and 
the stability of roadbeds. Accidents 
pointing to weakness in these features 
were of daily occurrence. An abun- 
dance of evidenés was published about 
rotten ties, broken rails, and weak 
bridges. Comparisons were made be- 
tween the cost and structure of road- 
Mean- 
while railroad Presidents and managers 
all over the country were taking hold of 
these problems in earnest, and at the 
time public statements were made by 
these men to the effect that the rail- 
roads were in immediate need of millions 
upon millions of dollars for betterment 
purposes, and specifically to prepare 
for the problems connected with the 
constantly increasing weight of cars and 
locomotives. 

Before permitting or compelling the 
railroads to add an unlimited number 
of ponderous steel cars to their equip- 
ment, then, would it not be well to se- 
cure from the Interstate Commerce 
Commission an opinion as to the pres- 
ent preparedness of the railroads to 
carry in safety this additional weight? 
An opinion of this kind in advance 
would certainly mean more to the peo- 
ple than any number of discoveries and 
rulings of the usual post-m$rtem ee 
scription. Surely, these tracks and 
roadbeds are matters of the first con- 
sideration, and any  cart-before-the- 
horse legislation should be looked upon 
by the people with the greatest disfavor. 
At any rate, I think there is evidence 
enough of a cautionary nature to make 
both the railroads and Congress pro- 
ceed very carefully with this steel-car 
proposition. 

These steel cars, then, up to date, 
have a very peculiar life-saving record. 
I will content myself with a few illus- 
trations of the way steel train accidents 
have been featured in the newspapers.

PRIVATE CAR INQUIRY WIDER 


Commerce Board Makes Vehicle 
Owners Co-Defendants with Roads. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission directed 
to-day that all individuals and com- 
panies owning or operating cars and 
other vehicles for the shipment of 
property in interstate commerce be 
made defendants in the Commission's 
investigation of private car lines and 
the allowances paid to them by the 
trunk line railways. 

The investigation was begun by the 
Commission more than a year ago on 
the complaint that the operation of 
such car lines was wuMreasonable and 
discriminatory, and that the allowances 
to them by the trunk lines were ex- 
cessive. By the terms of the first order 
only the railways were made respond- 
ents in the proceeding; by -to-day’s 
order the-owner of every private car 
line is brought directly into the case. 

The intimation is made that the in- 


formation already produced by the in- 
quiry may lead to action by the De- 
partment of Justice.

Them the Same as Our Own. 


Albert Keller, manager of the Ritz- 
Carlton, who is just back from a vaca- 
tion in Europe, agrecs with R. M. liaan 
of the St. Regis that hotel prices m 
Europe are just as high now as in the 
United States, and as raw materials, 
labor, and rent, for the most part, are 
higher here, he argues that people get 
more for their rmoncy over here; but 
Mr. Keller says he has found the newer 
hetels over there just as well-equipped 
as American hostelries. Mr. Kelier con- 
fessed yesterday that he was giad to 
get back home, and that he preferred 
to live and work in New York to any 
place In Europe, not excepting nis na- 
tive Baden Baden. 

While in Europe Mr. Keller wort up 
in the air twice, once in a balloon near 
Paris, when he hed to reach the carih 
by means of a tree and a ladder. The 
other time he made a trip in the 4eppe- 
lin airship, which makes three-hour ex- 
cursions from Baden Baden up the 
Rhine vailey, most of she passengers 
being Americans, he said.

LAIMBEER’S WILL FILED. 


Leaves All His Property to His 
Wife—No Mention of Stepson..

MINEOLA, L. I., Sept. 18.-—The will 
of the late Wiliiam Laimbeer, who was 
killed in an automobile accident with 
Osgood Pell at the Long Island Rail- 
road crossing of the Long Beach road 
last month, was filed in the Nassau 
County Surrogate’s Court here this aft- 
ernoon. The will was dated Nov. 18, 
1909. 

Mr. Laimbeer bequeaths his house at 


105 East Thirty-ninth Street, Manhat- 
tan, 


to his widow. He says that the 
property has been under litigation, and 
that the courts have decided in his 
favor. He also leaves the principal and 
interest from a trust fund created from 
the will of Clara S, Laimbeer, who died 
in January, 1908, to his wife, ‘as well 
as his entire residuary estate. The iden- 
tity of Clara S. Laimbeer is not given 
in the will. 

Papers accompanying the will are to 
to the effect that he left more than 
$1,000 in personal and more than $1,000 
in real property. The instrument men- 
tions his two children, Natalie Lee 
Laimbeer and Josephine Louise, but 
says nothing of his stepson, a boy by 
Mrs. Laimbeer’s marriage to her first 
husband, Capt. Collins, an Englishman. 
The act of the dead man’s friends in 
wiping out his debts, many of which 
were heavy business obligations, that 
his ‘wife might benefit as nearly as pos- 
sible from the small estate they knew 
he left, is still being commented upon 
here aS @ remarkable demonstration of 
friendship. Mrs. Laimbeer was not in- 
formed of her husband's death until 
about a fortnight ago.

Gannon’s Name Withdrawn by Wil- 
son—Opposition to Duffey.

ASK CROP FUND CHANGES. 


Farmers’ Union Delegates Tell Wil- 
son Present Plans Are Inadequate. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.-Secretary 
McAdoo and Senator Smith of South 
Carolina escorted a committee from the 
Farmers’ Education and Co-operative 
Union of America to the White House 
to-day, to discuss with President Wil- 
son possible changes in the regulations 
for distributing the $50,000,000 Treasury 
fund for crop movements, 

The committee, which was appointed 
at a recent convention of the national 
organization at Salina, Kan., present - 
ed to President Wilson a_ resolution 
setting forth ‘ that neither in amount 
nor in conditions laid down by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, nor in the reg- 
ulations proposed by receivin banks, 
will much good come to the farmers” 
unless certain changes are made. 

The committee urged that the fund be 
increased and that withdrawals be made 
every two months instead of monthly. 


PRESIDENT’S CHURCH SOLD. 


Negro Congregation Buys Old Edi- 
fice Where Wilson Worshiprfed. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—President 
Wilson is without a church, the edifice 
in which he has been accustomed to 
worship since he entered the White 
House having been sold to a negro con- 
gregation. The sale was completed to- 
day, when the Mount Carmi Baptist 
Congregation took over the edifice of 
the Central Presbyterian Church. The 
Presbyterian congregation will build an- 
other structure in a more desirable 


neighborhood, 

The church, which was established in 
1868, for some time had been losing in 
membership because of its location. 
President Wilson probably will join some

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18—Senator 
Wesley I. Jones of Washington, speak- 
ing in the Senate to-day, demanded ac- 
tion at once on the proposed constitu- 
tional amendment to give the vote to 
women.

ARMY MEN FAVOR 
WALL STREET GUARD 


Warm Indorsement of Bankers’ 
Request for a Regiment 
for Governors Island. 


POST AS A SHOW PLACE 


Crack Soldiers of Army Should Be 
Sent There for Foreign Visit- 
ors to See, Says Officer. 


The petition signed by bankers and 
business men of the financial district 
urging the maintenance of a full regi- 
ment of infantry on Governors Island 
and the immediate carrying into effect 
of the plan made long ago for the mod- 
ernization of the garrison on the island, 
meets with the cordial approval of a ma- 
jority of the officers stationed in this 
part of the country. 

On Governors Island yesterday several 
officers admitted that they had been in- 
formed of the circulation of the Wall 
Street petition several weeks ago, and 
when asked what their opinion of it was 
frankly said that fn the main they in- 
dorsed it. 

** The attitude of the bankers and busi- 
ness men who signed the petition circu- 
lated by Mr. Warren,*the President of 
the Lincoln National Bank,’’ said one of- 
ficer, “‘is an entirely proper one, in my 
opinioh. New York, as every one knows, 
is the money centre of the nation. I 
don’t think that any riots are imminent, 
but just. suppose that one did take place 
and that a great mob of ignorant people 
became excited and invaded the finan- 
cial district. In that event it would be 
necessary to protect the Sub-Treasury, 
and the men to afford such protection 
should come from the regular army. A 
battalion, such as is now maintained on 
Governors Island, would not be suffi- 
cient, but a regiment of trained regulars 
could easily control any situation. 

“‘Then, again, the only troops of the 
infantry arm, or any of the other mobile 
arms, on duty in this particular sectiqn 
of the country is this one battalion of 
the Twenty-ninth Infantry on Governors 
Island. True, we have coast artillery- 
men, but they, too, are posted where 
it would take them considerable time 
to reach New York, and, besides, they 
are not mobile troops ané should not 
be removed from the coast fortifications 
except in great emergencies. 

“This, however, is only one reason 
why a regiment of troops of the in- 
fantry arm should be garrisoned on 
Governors Island. Governors Island is 
a point of importance on all national 
occasions in which New York is con- 
cerned. To New York comes a ma- 
jority of all the notable persons who 
visit the United States, and these nota- 
bles always visit Governors Island. The 
pride of the country should demand that 
the troops these visitors see should be 
the equal at least of any in the service, 
and at least a full regiment of them 
should always be on hand to participate 
in such ceremonies. In my opinion, the 
model regiment of the army should be 
maintained on Governors Island, a regi- 
ment that would be a model in effi- 
ciency and appearance for the whole 
army, as well as the National Guard.” 

The plans for the new Governors Is!- 
and post submitted to and now on file 
in the War Department were made by 
McKim, Mead & White of New York. 
They contempiate a post of great beauty, 
and if carried out would necessitate the 
demolition of nearly all of the buiid- 
ings now on Governors Island. The 
beautiful Chapel of St. Cornelius the 
Centurion and old Castle Williams would 
be about the only structures that would 
remain. 

Ex-Secretary of War Stimson during 
the latter part of the Taft administra- 
tion even went so far as to suggest the 
entire abandonment of Governors Island 
as a military post and the mobilization 
of all the troops of the army in six big 
brigade posts to be situated outside of 
New York. The attitude of the Wilson 
Administration on the questions involved 
in_ the Stimson plan is not known here. 

The plan for the beautification of Gov- 
ernors Island and the making of it a 
great supply depot from which military 
activities could be directed in time of 
war originated with Senator Root, and 
it was because of Mr. Root’s interest 
in the matter that the consent of the 
State of New York was obtained and 


Governors Island enlarged by the addi- 
tion of 108 acres of made land. 


GARRISON DOESN’T SEE NEED. 


But Secretary Will Give Wall Street 


Petition Serious Consideration. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—The move- 
ment to have a regiment of United 
States Infantry stationed at Governors 
Island has not come before the Secre- 
tary of War officially, but it was a 
subject of discussion to-day at the War 
Department, where it aroused much in- 
terest. Secretary Garrison said that he 
had only a newspaper knowledge of the 
petition signed by the Wall Street bank- 
ers, and he was at a loss to understand 
the reasons underlying the feeling that 
New York City needed more military 
protection than it now has. 

“In one hour,” said Secretary Garri- 
son, ‘‘a stroke of the pen would put 
upward of 3,000 men on duty in Wall 
Street. I am used to the desire of 
cities in the West and the interioft gen- 
erally to have as many soldiers sta- 
tioned near them as possible because 


of the business that a body of troops 
brings in, the money the men spend, 
the supplies that must be bought for 
men and animals, and all the many 
necessities of an army post. But, surely, 
New York and Wall Street, of all places, 
are not thinking of that phase of the 
matter. I am frank to say I do not 
understand the matter, but when it 
comes before the Department it shall 
have the fullest and the fairest possi- 
ble consideration. If there is a neces- 
sity it will be met by satisfactory ac- 
tion.”’ 

Army officers on duty here have for 
years been studying the problem of 
army garrisons and some of them have 
long urged large city garrisons, after the 
practice followed by Germany, Austria, 
France, and other countries. The mat- 
ter has been the subject of discussion 
for years before the Military Committees 
of Congress, where the sentiment has 
been in favor of seattering troops over 
the country.

Mrs. Pankhurst to Visit: Mrs. Sel- 
mont Here — What Would We 
Think if Mrs.Belmont Incited Riot?

Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont, who arrived 
in New York on the Imperator Wednes- 
day, looked well rested as she appeared 
yesterday at the headquarters of her 
Political Equality Association. The trip 
abroad this Summer was the first she 
had taken for several years, her suf- 
frage work engrossing her entire atten- 
tion. 

In answer to a question as to what 
she would do this Winter, she said: 

** There is the great suffrage campaign 
on hand, and we must learn what the 
conditions will be. I come back to 
find no Mayor and, with two Governors, 
no Governor. There are a dozen or 
fifteen women coming to the headquar- 
ters here every day, from the South and 
West and all parts of the country, wo- 
men ‘who want to work for suffrage 
and don’t know how to go about it, and 
they must be instructed. 

“Then I want to start a great cam- 
paign of social purity. We know the 
need of education. I have been having 
talks at the headquarters for the past 
two years, but I want to have great 
metings everywhere that we can get 
public platforms, with men and ‘women 
physicians to speak, and to give the 
men a chance to hear. Yes, I will 
manage it myself if I can find the time.”’ 

It was not until Mrs. Belmont began 
to speak of Mrs. Pankhurst that she 
became really enthusiastic. Christabel 
Pankhurst visited Mrs. Belmont fer two 
months this Summer at her villa at 
Deauville, and Mrs. Pankhurst was also 
there. Mrs. Belmont also entertained 
Miss Christabel Pankhurst at the Ritz 
in Paris, where in her private dining 
room members of the English Parlia- 
ment came to meet Miss Pankhurst, to 
consult with her about some graceful 
way of allowing the English Government 
to back out of its present disagreeable 
prep pament with the militant suffra- 

ettes. 

‘*One English member of Parliament,”’ 
Mrs. Belmont said, ‘asked me. if I 
wouldn’t ask Mrs. Pankhurst if she 
wouldn’t suggest a means by which 
the Government could get comfortably 
away from present conditions, I said 
I would speak to her, and I did. 


Admires English Militants. 


*** No,’ she answered; ‘our concilia- 
tion bill was the last chance we gave 
the Government of getting out of the 
situation gracefully.’ 

‘It is simply colossal the things 
those women are doing,’’ continued Mrs. 


Belmont. ‘,Their numbers are.  in- 
creasing all the time, and also the money 
for the work. That is all sent to 
France now, to keep it out of the hands 
of the English, and while Miss Pank- 
hurst was with me much of it was sent 
in my name, and I deposited it in hers. 
know personally what enormous sums 
they receive. A single check, for in- 
Stance, would be for £1,200, and they 
called that just a ‘little gift. They 
have an enormous reserve fund which 
they never touch. It is the big people 
who are interested and give to them. 

“Miss Christabel Pankhurst is won- 
Gerful. She is about 29 now. She is 
the editor of The Suffragette and man- 
ages and controls all the work of the 
Woman’s Soclal and Political’ Union. 
She has an apartment in Paris, and 
two secretaries, and the workers in Eng- 
land come over every week to consult 
her, to take her orders, and to carry 
back her papers. They did the same 
when she was with me. Being on the 
coast, only a short distance from Havre, 
it was convenient. Miss Pankhurst is 
busy every minute of the time. She 
has no opportunity for holidays. She 
had no time to go walking or driving 
with me at Deauville. Mrs. Pankhurst 
is so much on the platform that she has 
little time for the other work. 

“Miss Sylvia Pankhurst is now liv- 
ing in the East End of London, and 
that is a diplomatic thing to do. The 
people down there worship the ground 
she walks on. That takes in the s0- 
eialistic element, and add to that the 
Pankhurst influence and the English 
Government has something to think 
about. She has the men as well as 
the women with her, and when things 
go wrong she simply says: ‘Come, let 
us- go up to the West End and do 
something.’ <A cordon of police is sent 
out and the Hast End people fight the 
police and it is a pretty bad state of 
affairs. I don’t think the Government 
here in New York would like very well 
to have me go down on the east side 
here and incite the people to riot. 


Campaign of Ridicule, 


“The English Government is at its 
wits end and doesn’t know what to do 
about it. The women are fighting a 


campaign of ridicule. Isn’t it ridiculous 
that inston Churchill and the Prime 
Minister of England can’t leave their 
homes without a guard of five detec- 
tives because they are afraid of the 
women? And it is the same with the 
other Members of Parliament, Then 
the five detectives of the Prime Minis- 
ter. sit up on a hill and eat their 
luncheon and two women get at the 
Prime Minister and drag him around. 
It was the women’s lawyer who took 
the case to court. They wanted the 
Prime Minister to prove what they had 
done to him. But when he found that 
he would have t@ go to court and give 
testimony he called off the case and 
the women thanked him. You don’t 
hear all of the particulars over here. 
“‘Isn’t it ridiculous that these women 
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are sentenced to prison for penal of- 
fenses and then go to France and come 
over to America on holiday trips, and 
give lectures from public a It 
makes the courts and the Judges ri- 
diculous. You don’t think the English 
pow? like it, do you? But they don’t 

now how to get out. The women say 
you can kill ug but you ‘can’t keep us 
in prison. And they can’t kill all the 
women, there are too many of them. 

“The women just now are burning 
! all the haystacks, so there will be noth- 
ing with which to feed the cattle; they 
are ruining the golf grounds at the 
season when that will be the most felt, 
and they are burning all the grand- 
stands where the people gather. It is 
@ great nuisance and the people say: 
‘Why don’t you give these suffragettes 
what they want?’ Nobody wants this 
fight to go on. The women don’t want 
it, the Government doesn’t want it, but 
it doesn’t know how to get out of it. 
The English women, however, will not 
get the franchise from the present 
Government.”’ 


Mrs. Pankhurst to Visit Her. 


Mrs. Pankhurst will stay with Mrs. 
Belmont while she is in New York, and 
Miss Joan Wickham, who is one of the 
organizers of the Woman's Social and 
Political Union, and who will be in 


New York in a few days as Mrs, Pank- 
hurst’s advance agent, will have a 
room at the Belmont suffrage head- 
quarters. 

‘*Mrs. Pankhurst will only be in New 
York about ten days at first and a 
week upon her return,” said Mrs. Bel- 
mont. “She must be back in England 
for the opening of Parliament, so it 
would be ridiculous for our Government 
to take any action against her. She 
has received a great Many requests 
from men over here who wished to 
manage her while she is in this coun- 
try, but she has refused them all be- 
cause she can do best for herself. 

‘You will hear in a few days, I can’t 
tell what it is now, of some very great 
money making scheme that has been 
proposed for the militants to raise 
funds for their work. 

“People don’t seem to understand 
that these militants are refined and 
cultivated women. They don’t like to 
do the things that they do. They don’t 
like to go to prison and starve. Mrs. 
Pankhurst is little more than a skele- 
ton. It is onky her spirit that keeps 
her up.”

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HADLEY AND HUSTIS 
INNEW HAVEN BOARD 


First Is President of Yale and 


Second Is to be New Haven 
President After Elliott. 


MORGAN’S NOTICE ACCEPTED 


And Letter Telling of Firm’s With- 


drawal as Fiscal Agents Filed— 
No New Financing Planned. 


Directors of the New Haven Railroad 
and some of {ts subsidiaries held a pro- 


tracted series of meetings yesterday, at 
which several further steps were taken 
im the reorganization of the manage- 
ment. 

Arthur Twining Hadley, President of 
Yale, and James H. Hustis were elected 
Directors of the New Haven, in the 
places of D. H. Warner of Bridgeport 
and Sidney W. Winslow of Boston, who 
recently resigned. Mr. Hustis is to be 
President of the road when Howard EI- 
Mott becomes Chairman of the board, 
Until a few weeks ago he was Vice 
President of the Boston & Albany. He 
was brought to the New Haven to serve 
in the same capacity until he should be 
made President. His election and that 
of President Hadley as Directors com- 
pletes the board of twenty-seven mem- 
bers. 

The amendment to the by-laws of the 
New Haven to create the position of 
Chairman of the board was approved 
yesterday, but must be ratified at the 
next monthly meeting before it will be- 
come effective. When that is done Mr. 
Hlliott will resign as President and will 
be made Chairman. 

Each of the principal railroads in the 
system, as well as the steamship lines 
and the trolleys, are to have separate 
Presidents, and Mr. Elliott is to be 
Chairman of the board of each. An ex- 
ception was made in the case of the 
Central New England, which is regarded 
as a minor road, and at the meeting of 
its board yesterday Mr. Elliott was 
elected President to succeed Charles S. 
Mellen. 

The Directors of the New York, Onta- 
rio & Western accepted the resignation 
of Charles S. Mellen as President and as 
a Director. Mr. Elliott was elected a 
Director. Then the by-laws were 


amended to create the position of Chair- 
man, and Mr, Elliott was elected to the 
J. B. Kerr, for many years 
Vice President of the road, was made 
President. 

At the meeting of the New Haven 

board the letter sent to the Executive 
Committee last week by J. P. Morgan & 
Co., giving notice of their desire to ter- 
minate the agreement under which they 
were fiscal agents for the road, was ac- 
cepted and filed. It required no action 
by the Directors, as the contract was 
terminable by either party on thirty 
days’ notice. 
_ In answer to questions after the meet- 
ings, President Elliott said there had 
been no discussion as to making a new 
arrangement with J. P. Morgan & Co. or 
as to selecting any other bankers as fis- 
cal agents. He also said there had been 
no discussion of any alternative plan 
for financing the road’s immediate re- 
quirements in case the proposed $67,000,- 
@00 bond issue should fail of approval by 
the Massachusetts Public Service Com- 
mission. He intimated that nothing 
would be done until the commission an- 
nounced its decision. Concerning the 
new Directors he said: 

“‘T think President Hadley will’ be an 
addition to the board in every way. As 
you know, he has made a study of rail- 
road affairs, and he has the confidence 
of every member of the board and of the 
people of the country. Mr. Hustis has 
proved to be an efficient officer, and his 
election to the board is preliminary to 
his succeeding me as President when I 
become Chairman.” 

The New Haven board adjourned to 
meet again to-day. 


OPPOSES BOND ISSUE. 


Ex-Governor Bulkeley Says It Is 
Not Proper Way to Raise Funds. 


BOSTON, Sept. 18.—The case for the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad, which is seeking the authori- 
zation of the Massachusetts Public 
Service Commission for a _ $67,000,000 
issue of convertible debenture bonds, 
was closed to-day. Former Gov. Mor- 
gan G. Bulkeley of Connecticut and his 
counsel, James F. Jackson, forme 
Chairman of the Massachusetts Rail- 
road Commission, appeared in objection 
to the proposed issue. 

The objectors condemned the under- 
writing proposition and the cozverti- 
bility of the bonds. Mr. Bulkeley con- 
tended that the issue could be sold 
direct to the holders of New Haven 
stocks and bonds without underwriting. 

‘‘T am not scared by the suuggestion 
ef a receivership—a suggeston which 
has come principally from New Haven 
Directors,”’ he said. ‘‘ The financial af- 
fairs of the road have been rotten for 


teu years. The road has been controlled 
by the large interests which have al- 
Ways outvoted the minority stockhold- 
ers when the latter disapproved buying 
trolley anc steamship lines.” 

Before the New Haven closed the 
presentation of its side, kx. DL. Robbins, 
general counsel of the road, admitted 
under questioning that the Massachu- 
setts trolley holdings, which the Su- 
preme Court of Massachusetts ordered 
sold, were owned by the Billard Com- 
pany, a New Haven subsidiary. 

The official explanation of the fifty 
million discrepancy in the balance sheet 
of the railroad was not made to-day, 
but is expected by the Public Service 
Commission at  to-morrow’s — session. 
Meanwhile a question and answer at 
to-day’s session may throw some light 
upon the mystery. 

Commissioner Anderson inquired if 
$56,616,813. of New Haven liabilities, 
apparently eliminated in the validation 
report, had ever been eliminated in the 
company’s own accounting, and Com- 
missioner White, who was a member of 
the New Haven Validation Hoard, ex- 
plained that this $55,616,813 item was 
simply a bookkeeping entry, to make 
the balance sheet, as drafted for the 
Validating Board, tally with reduced 
valuations placed for that board on 
certain of the New Haven’s assets. 

Mr. Bulkeley said that the proposed 
new $5,000, station at New Haven 
was the “wildest extravagance,” and 
sheuld not be permitted. The Con- 
necticut trolley properties, he _ said, 
should be disposed of, but not under the 
hammer. He considered inevitable a 
dividend reduction from 6 per cent. to 
4 per cent. Mr. Jackson criticised se- 
verely the road’s affairs under the ad- 
ministration of President Charles 8.

The equipment to be purchased from 
the proceeds of the sale consists of

UNION PACIFIC UP 
AGAIN ON RUMORS 


Wall Street Fully Expects a 


Distribution of Cash and 
Stocks in Treasury. 


DIRECTORS ARE AGITATING IT 


Litigation Expected First, as Pre- 


ferred Shareholdets May Make a 
Fight for Some of the Melon. 





A brisk advance in the Union Pacific | 
stocks yesterday was accompanied by 


further reports regarding a possible | 
large distribution to the company’s! 
shareholders. It had previously been | 
rumored that the company would prob- | 
ably pay a special cash dividend of 26 | 
per cent. to the common stockholders ; 
and thereafter reduce the regular divi- | 


dend rate from 10 per cent, to 8 per 
cent. What the fingncial district heard 
yesterday was that in addition to this 
cash payment there might be a distribu- 
tion of stocks which the Union Pacific | 
holds merely aS investments, and that} 
in this connection the regular dividend | 
rate might be put down to 7 per cent. 

The Directors of the road were said! 
to be desirous of settling the matter as 
soon as possible, but it was added that 
it might take some time to work out 
the details of any plan. ‘The whole 
question is said to be still an open one, 
but Wall Street believes that there is 
so much sentiment among the Union 


Pacific Directors in favor of a Teel 


tion and of a reduction in the regular 
dividend that some such plan is very! 
likely to be adopted. ' 


Some light is thrown on the matter by 
a statement which one of the Union Pa- 
cific Directors made yesterday. He 
said: 

‘Personally, { am very much in favor 
of a reduction of our dividend rate from 
the present level of 10 per cent. That 
relatively high rate makes us a target 
for everybody. A reduction could be 
etfected more gracefully if it were made 
in connection with some special dis- 
tribution to the stockholders. or my 
part U think that a distribution might 
better be made parly in cash and partly 
ir securities rather than all in cash. 
The Union Pacific has in its treasury a 
number of stocks which it holds as in- 
vestments, and which it does not need 
for any railroad purpose, and these 
could be used as part of the distribu- 
tion to the stockholders. lL think it 
would be well tor the company to keep 
a large part of the cash which it has 
realized trom its sale of Southern Pa- 
cific stock. Eventually there might be 
an opportunity to acquire the Central ; 
Pacific, and I know of no better use 
that the Union Pacific could put this 
money to than to acquire .that road. 

“If the Union Pacific were to decide} 
upon the distribution of some of the! 
stocks now held in its treasury 1 do} 
not think that the distribution would | 
include any Illinois Central. It is well | 
for the Union Pacific to keep that. 1t| 
may not prove so, but, personally, 1/| 
think that the opening of the Panama | 
Canal will prove a highly favorable 
development for the Illinois Central. It 
may also be wise for the Union Pacific 
te keep the Baltimore & Ohio, which | 
Jt has acquired. It would seem that the} 
ownership of a large interest in an 
Fastern trunk line is a very desirable 
thing for the Union Pacific. But, there | 
is its New York Central and its hold-| 
ings of St. Paul and Chicago & North- 
western and other stocks, ot which 
there is no need in the Union Pacific | 
treasury. | 

‘Of course, any distribution will raise 
the question of the right of the pre- 
ferred stockholders to share in it. 1 
do not see that they have the slightest 
right to do so, but in all probability the 
question would have to be decided by 
the courts. Doubtless some holder of 
the preferred stock would raise the 
question.” 

Despite the view expressed by this 
Director that the Union Pacific was 
not likely to part with its Baltimore & 
Ohio holdings Wall Street heard rumors 
yesterday that that stock might be dis- 
tributed to the shareholders. ‘ So far 
the matter is in such indefinite shape 
that the financial district feeis that it 
is groping more or less in the dark. Iit| 
is pretty well convinced, however, that 
before long a definite plan more or less 
in keeping with current reports will be 
adopted by the Union Pacific manage- 
ment.

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FINANCIAL HAL MARKETS 


Stocks Rise, 20, ‘Fotlowing Union 
Pacific Leadership—Cur- 
rency Bill a Factor. 


Some conspicuous net gains were made 


|in an active closing hour of trading yes- 


terday, and the general level of quotar 
tions was lifted a substantial fraction. 
Union Pacific resumed leadership of the 
market, and was showing decided 
strength eyen before the rest of the list 
responde@in a general advance to the 
upturn in Union and to the other events 
of the day, which accounted for the gen- 
eral imprevement in prices. Reading 
| was one of the stocks which made a 
| good net gain, but it lagged behind in 
the early trading, notwithstanding the 
excellent showing made in the company’s 
annual report. The advance in Union 
Pacific, whose noteworthy strength fa- 
vorably influenced general market sen- 
timent, was directly traceable to the re- 
‘newed emphasis laid wpon the probabil- 
ity of a large disbursement to the Union 
Pacific stockholders. 

Details of any proposals which the 
Union Pacific management has under 
consideration are still lacking, so far as 
authoritative information goes, but the 
financial community is coming to have 
less and less doubt that a distribution 
will be ordered, and that it will be ac- 
companied by a reduction in the Union 
Pacific’s common stock dividend. There 
are matters of expediency which incline 
some of the road’s Directors to favor a 
reduction in its dividend rate, quite 
apart from any consideration of the use 
which can most properly be made of the 
money which the road has realized 
through its sale of Southern Pacific 
stock. In the unofficial’ discussion of 
the question which ts going on in Wall 
Street, more or less of the views of in- 
dividual Union Pacific Directors is com- 
ing to be known. If the distribution is 
made, it seems to be a question if it will 
be made entirely in cash, or partly in 
cash and partly in securities. It is also 
uncertain how the matter could be han- 
dled without rafsing the question of the 
‘right of the preferred stockholders to 
share in any distribution. The preferred 
has risen sharply several times since a 
distribution began to be talked of. It 
rose 8 points yesterday, which was 
Slightly more than the net gain made 
by the common stock. 

There seems to be no question that 
first place among the influences which 
stimulated the stock market yesterday 
should be given to the widespread ex- 
pectation of a large distribution to the 
Union Pacific shareholders in the near 
future. That is the sort of thing which 
stirs the imagination of traders and 
which exerts effect quite disproportion- 
ate to the importance of such matters, 
when considered in connection with the 
situation as a whole. Looking beyond 
this immediate influence, it may well be 
that a factor of no mall consequence in 
yesterday’s trading was the passage by 
the House of Representatives of the Ad- 
ministration’s Currency bill. Many see 
in that measure a measure of great in- 
flation, Whatever the ultimate effect of 
that might be, the stock market yould 
see in if a present advantage which it 
would not be slow to seize. The critics 
of the bill are not agreed as to whether 
it would mean inflation or contraction. 


The framers of the bill defend it against 
any assertion that it would lead to con- 
traction. They do not ‘seem to be agreed 
on the extent to which inflation might 
result from it, but they seem disposed to 
wave that question aside. It cquid not 
be waved aside once the bill passed 
from the stage of discussion to the stage 
of practical application, The passage of 
the Currency bill by the House meant 
more in Wall Street’s eyes, in view of 
the fact that many in the financial dis- 
trict. have come to the belief that the 
passage of the bill by the Senate is much 
more probable than it seemed a little 
while ago. 

If the Currency bill passes, the fort- 
unes of the money market will inevit- 
ably be linked a little later on with the 
working of the new syste but even 
now the bill is not without influence 

on the monetary situation. Bankers 

o distrust the bill as it stands are 
natarniy led thereby to pursue @ more 
conservative course than they would 
otherwise feel called upon to follow. 
That is necessarily a factor in the 
money market, Just now the markets 
are feeling the preparations which are 
going on abroad for the end of Septem- 
bet settlements. To a minor extent the 
preparations for the October disburse- 
ments are having similar effect here. 
Discount was firmer in Europe, and call 
money at 3% per cent. was higher than 
at any time since the beginning of the 
month, when the September payments 
and the subscriptions to the Union Pa- 
cifie’s offering of Southern Pacific stock 
were putting more than usual tax upon 
the money market. Sterling exchange 
advanced rather sharply, but this move- 
ment need not be regarded necessarily 
as effecting thé expectations which have 
been entertained in banking circles that 
New York was likely to obtain gold 
abroad after the special needs of the 
September settlements have been fully 
provided for. The Bank of England re- 
ported a loss in gold yesterday, but its 
deposits decreased sufficiently to, show 
a stronger percentage of reserve than 
had been reported the previous week, 
The French bank statement showed a 
small gold gain. The investment de- 

mand at London seems to be expanding 
despite the handicap of the labor trou- 
bles. The bond market here is holding 
well the improvement which it has late- 
ly shown.

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TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Reading’s Gross Income. 


While results of the year’s operations 
of the companies controlled by the 
Reaging Company and of the Reading 
itself had been made known to Vall 
Street in fairly accurate estimates, the 
appearance of the figures yesterday 
brought forth much favorable comment. 
An increase in gross income of all limes 
to the extent of $13,178,395 was looked 
upen as an impressive commentary on 
the growth of business in twelve 
months. Examination of the ennual 
statements showed how this gain was 
largely mad» possible by the expanding 
traffic of the Reading Raflway Com- 
pany. The best business ever handled 
brought in gross receipts of $52,214,000, 
an increase of $6,389,000, or 18.04 per 
cent. over 1912. The Reading Coal and 
Iron Company mined in the year il,- 
089,742 tons of coal, a gain of 27.89 per 
cent., and sold 10,748,608 tons, an in- 
crease of 5.43 per cent. Merchandise 
traffic over the rail lines amounted to 
26,660,489 tons, an increse of 38,828,006 
tons, or neariy 17 per cent. more than 
in the pervious year. There was not 
much difference in passenger traffic, 
but enough to bring an increase of in- 
come from this source amounting to ap- 
proximately 3 per cent. The revenue 
from coal transported advanced from 
$10,123,000 to $22,060,000, the equivalent 
of nearly 15% per cent.

Dividend Earned Twice Over. 

The large totais and substantial in 
creases set forth in many items of the 
Reading report, beginning with $102,- 
822,826 gross income of the three com- 
panies, set the Street to working out 
the amount to which the common stock 
was theoretically entitled. The balance, 
after subtracting fixed charges and 
taxes, was $17,491,000, a gain.of $6,779,- 
000 «6©hThe [6(dividend was earned more 
than twice over, which would seem to 
give sufficient reason for the enthusi 
asm of numerous traders in the stock 
market before the report appeared. 
They discussed the chances of an in- 
crgase in the dividend rate. The bal- 
ance avatlable for disbursements on the 
junior shares was $11,787,000, as com- 
pared with $4,773,800 in the preceding 
year. Reckoning the percentage of in 
come available for the common stock 
before allowance was made for addl- 
tions and betterments, it was found to 
be 20.27 per cent. against about 10% 
per cent, in 1912.

Burlington’s Southern Boundary. 


A rumor that the Hill railroad system 
had taken over from the Frisco one ot 
its. subsidiaries, the New Orleans, Mo- 
bile & Chicago, brought forth from 
Directors of the Burlington the an- 
nouncement yesterday that the latter 
company has no thought of going south 
of the Ohio River. The Burlington, it 
was reported, would link up with the 
New Orleans Road at a town on the 
Ohio, and get, thereby, a route to the 
Gulf. While there is no intention on 
the part of the Burlington officials to 
extend their road directly, there is in 
process of building a line and a bridge 
over the Ohio which will gratly facili- 
tate traffic between points of the South 
and cities of the West over the Hill 
road. The Louisville & Nashville and 
other Southern roads, at the present 
time, bring freight to Paducah, Ky., 
whence it has to be transferred by ferry 
to the Burlington and competing lines at 
a town across the river called Metropo- 
lis City. The roads are constructing 
jointly a bridge across the Ohio at 
Metropolis, an engineering task by no 
means trifling because of the width of 
the river. The bridge is not far from 
completion, it was said yesterday, and 
will be carrying freight before many 
months have passed,

Union Up on New Rumors. 


Because of the thrills the Street has 
received this week from rapid move- 
ments of the leading speculative stocks 
in a forward direction, the monotonous, 
reactionary tendency of prices was 
viewed with impatience in some quar- 
ters in the greater part of yesterday’s 
market.

One Santen Deficiency. 


They do some things better in London 
than on the local Stock Exchange, but 
brokers say with considerable satisfac- 
tion that in the matter of quotations 
ot inactive shares the New York market 
is far ahead of its Hritish contemporary. 
A leading English financial journal re- 
cently complained editorially that quo- 
tations for many shares over there 


were purely nominal, making it difficult 
if not actually impossible tor inquirers 
to obtain prices on many issues. The 
London Exchange is lacking in a daily 
list of bid and asked prices. ‘Che mag- 
nitude of the stock list on the Wnglish 
market preciudes, of course, so com- 
pléte a system as is in vogue here of 
keeping prices constantly before in- 
vestors, but the Exchange authorities 
across the water are being criticised for 
not making some effort toward possible 
access to quotations for many issues 
which will come some way near their 
real market value. It is not always the 
case that the ‘closing’’ prices sent out 
on the ticker here are made up of both 
the bid and asked quotations, but one 
or the other is given if both cannot be 
obtained. Zomerdey, for instance, the 
tape carried the id prices for ten 
shares and the asked prices for eleven 
others, while all the otherg published 
had both. The holders of these stocks 
could obtain an idea, at least, of the 
market position of their securities.

Van Tuy! Commission Elects A. 
Barton Hepburn Chairman and 
E. F. Rorebeck Secretary. 


REVISION EARLY IN 1914 


Hundreds of Suggestions from 
Bankers, Editors, and Economists 
to Whom Letters Had Been Sent. 


The Van Tuyl Commission, which is 
to revise the banking laws of the State, 
held its first regular meeting yesterday 
at the Waldorf, completed its organiza- 
tion, and began its work. 

At a preliminary meeting in Albany 
several weeks ago Supt. George C. Van 
Tuyl, Jr., of the Banking Department, 
by whom the commission was appointed 
under an act of the Legislature, was 
made temporary Chairman and Willard 
E. McHarg temporary Secretary. It 
had been expected that John Claflin 
would be Chairman of the commission, 
but he found he would be unable to 
Serve even as a member, and A. Barton 
Hepburn, Chairman of the Chase Na- 
tional Bank and of the Currency Com- 


mission of the American Bankers’ As- | 
in his place. | 


sociation, was appointed 
At the meeting yesterday Mr. Hepburn 
was chosen Chairman of the Van Tuy] 
Commission. Edwin F. Rorebeck, until 
recently National Bank Examiner in this 
city, was elected Secretary. 

Mr. Hepburn, on taking the chair, de- 
clared that the problems presented to 
the commission involved a great deal of 
hard work and affected those en ed 
in all branches of industry. the tine 
was short, he said, as the law required 
that the commission report to the Leg- 
islature by Feb. 1, 1914.. He also spoke 
of the mass of interpretations of the 
banking laws by Attorney Generals for 
many years, which now constitute the 
only guide of the administrative officers, 
and said the primary object of the com- 
mission would be to bring about a 
homogeneous law that would be clear 
to everybody. - Mae 

Mr. McHarg reported that several 
hundred replies had ben received to let- 
ters inviting suggestions as to changes 
in the law. About 2,000 of these letters 
had been sent out, the recipients includ- 
ing every institution under the super- 
vision of the Banking Department, 
every national bank in the State, the 
editor of every newspaper and financial 
publwation and many economists and 
Students. It was arranged that the 
Suggestions contained in the answers 
Should be referred to the various sub- 
cominittees, which will report their con- 
clusions to the full commission. 

Supt. Van Tuyl announced that he 
had detailed George I, Skinner, his first 
deputy, who is a lawyer and has had 17 
years experience wrestling. with the 
vagaries of the present laws and their 
interpretations, to work with the com- 
mission, giving him leave of absence 
from the department for that purpose. 
A resolution was then adopted asking 
that Supt. Van Tuyl, a deputy or depu- 
ties, sit with the commission and with 
each of the subcommittees throughout 
their deliberations 

Another resolution authorized the 
commission’s counsel to make a com- 
pilation of all statutes not embraced in. 
the banking law which affect corpora- 
tions organized under the banking law 
or persons or corporations under the 
jurisdiction of the Banking Department; 
also, to prepare memoranda of the de- 
cisions of State and Federal courts 
construing sections of the banking law. 

There was some discussion, without 
action, of a proposal that the subcom- 
mittees meet in different cities of the 
State from time to time and confer with 
the local bankers. It is probable that 
later on in the course of the commis- 
sion’s work public hearings will be held 
in this city and elsewhere, but no defi- 
nite plan was adopted yesterday. 

The commission and its subcommittees 
are to have headquarters in this city 
and a committee was named yesterday 
to make suitable arrangements. 

Besides Chairman Hepburn, the mem- 
bers of the commission are Charles L. 
Bernheimer, Louis Goldstein, John H. 
Gregory, Frank E. Howe, Joseph French 
Johnson, Herbert H. Lehman, Randall

Maynard, Charles A. Miller, Frank M. 
Patterson, John Harsen Rhoades and 
Leopold Stern. Its,counsel are George 
W. Morgan and John De Witt Warner.

BAD MILK CAUSED TYPHOID. 


Source of ‘East Side’s Epidemic as 
Traced by Health Officers. 


The Health Department announced: yes- 
terday. afternoon that the outbreak of 
typhoid fever on the east side, in the 
district east of Third Avenue, between 
Sixth and Thirty-third Streets, which 
has assumed’far more alarming propor- 
tions than the earlier reports from Belle- 
vue Hospital indicated, had been traced 
to one milk company, and in consequence 
the city’s health officers believe that 
they have the epidemic well under con- 
trol now. 

In the affected district 147 cases of 
typhoid fever have been reported since 
the first of the month, Between For- 
tieth and Tenth Streets there were sev- 
enty-five cases, and seventy-two cases 
between Tenth and Sixth Streets. Sev- 
enty of the typhoid patients are in 
Bellevue Hospital. 


Following the first crop of cases re- |, 


orted the special Inspectors of the 

ealth Department at once started out 
to look for the source of infection, and 
they discovered that in every instance 
| tha families in‘ which the disease had 
appeared were being supplied with milk 
by the same dealer. The dealer obtains 
i his supply from a, certain company, 
| which. gets it from an up-State cream- 
| ery. In order to run the infection down 
| to its source, all the dairy farms that 
send their product to this particular 
creamery are being investigated. A sin- 
|} gle case of typhoid on one of those 
{farms may have caused all the trouble. 

As soon as the Inspectors traced the 
| matter to the company which had sup- 
| plied the east side dealer the Health De- 
partment issued orders to this company 
to stop supplying anything but pasteur- 
ized milk. Since that date, Sept. 5, new 
cases of typhoid fever have been report- 
ed daily, and in every instance the pa- 
| tients were members of families that 
| patronized the company whose milk was 
| suspected of being infected. .The new 
|; cases that have appeared since the pas- 
teurization.order was Issued to the com- 
pany are-attributed to the consumption 
of infected milk before that date.

McCULLOUGH TRUNKS HELD. 


Brought Over $8,000 in Dutlable 
Goods—Made $200 Declaration. 


Among the first cabin passengers who 
arrived here on the Hamburg-American 
liner Imperator on Wednesday night 


was John H. McCullough, a banker and 
broker at 111 Broadway, accompanied 


by his wife. In the declaration made 


out before reaching port, Mr. McCul- 
lough stated that the dutiable goods 
purchased abroad by his wife and him- 
self amounted to less than $200. 

When the six McCullough trunks were 
opened for examination on the pier, the 
Inspector saw at a glance that there 
were articles of foreign manufacture 
worth much more than the $200 set down 
in the declaration. He sent for one of 
the acting Deputy Surveyors on duty 
on the pier, and it was finally decided 
= — the trunks on the pier for the 
nignt, 

When Mrs. McCullough was questioned 
she said that the packing of the things 
‘nad been left to the maid. The latter 
told -the Customs officials that the 
gowns and hats had all been made in 
the United States and taken abroad by 
her mistress. The maid was then taken 
on board the Imperator to a cabin and 
searched by one of the women _ in- 
spectors who found a package of bills 
from foreign firms for articles of wear- 
ing apparel. 

Yesterday morning the trunks were 
sent to the Appraisers’ stores for ex- 
amination, which will not be completed 
until this afternoon. 

The partial examination of the trunks, 
however, showed, it is said, that they 
contained gowns, hats, lingerie, lace, 
and jewelry worth about $8,000. 

Mr. and Mrs. McCullough went to the 
Custom House in the afternoon, accom- 
panied by their attorney, and were 
three hours with Surveyor Henry, Spe- 
cial Deputy Surveyor George Smythe 
and M. P. Andrews, the head of the 
law department in the customs service. 

It was announced later by the cus- 
toms officials that the hearing would 
come up to-day after the Appraisers 
had finished their examination of the 
trunks and fixed the value of the goods. 
The McCulloughs live at 115 East For- 
tieth Street. 


TRAVEL BOOMS TO ALGIERS. 


Consul Mason, Fleeing Hot Spell, 
Reports on Changed Conditions. 


Dean B. Mason, United States Consul 
at Algiers, arrived yesterday on the 
Majestic on leave of absence. This is 
the hot term in Algeria, and it will 
continue through September, according 


to ‘Mr. Mason, who brings the news, 
that Robert Hichens’s novel, ‘‘ The 
Garden of Allah,’’ has advertised the 
country about Biskra, and drawn lots 
of tourists into the desert to see what 
it is really like.

CORDAGE TRUST ASSETS. 


Judge Hough Dissolve8 Injunction 
Preventing Their Distribution. 


Judge Hough signed an order yester- 
day in the Federal District Court dis- 
solving the injunction granted by Judge 
Hazel in May, 1910, restraining the dis- 
tribution of the assets of the Standard 
Cordage Company, an $8,600,000 cor- 
poration, known as the Cordage Trust, 
which had been thrown into bankruptcy. 
The assets amount to about $415,000. 

In his decision Judge Hough said that 
so far as the papers submitted to him 
showed the only objections to the dis- 
tribution of the assets came from Mr. 
Allen, one of the original bankruptcy 
petitioners. But in the three.years since 
the injunction was granted he had done 
nothing in the case.

TRADE PRESS OPENS 
EIGHTH CONVENTION 


Delegates Urged to Use ‘“‘ The 
New Force in Business "’ to 
Destroy the Trusts. 


TAKEN ON INSPECTION TOUR 


To-night They Will Have Their An- 
nual Dinner at the Astor, After 
‘Inspirational’? Meeting. 


About 300 delegates to the Eighth 
Annual Convention of the Federation 
| of Trade Press Associations of the 
United States attended the opening 
session at the Hotel Astor yesterday 
morning. They represented the trade 
press associations of Boston, Phila- 
delphia, Chicago, St. Louis.and this 
city, and several of the unaffiliated 
papers. ; 

H. M. Wilson, head of the New York 
Trade Press Association, made the ad- 
dress of welcome. H. M. Swetland, 
President of the Federation, responded. 
Mr. Swetland told of the activities of 
the Federation in the past year, and 
urged. the necessity of placing that or- 
ganization on a permanent foundation 
for the ‘general good of the trade -and 
technical press ofthe, country. He 
polnted out that there were 715 class, 
|technical and trade journals in the 
United States, with a capitalization of 
not less than $50,000,000. In the Fed- 
eration 236 of these journals, serving 


75 different trades, professions and in- | 


dustries, are represented. E. C. John- 
ston, of The American Exporter, read 
the annual report of the Secretary- 
Treasurer, which was followed by ad- 
dresses by presidents of the variouus 
asscciations, the speakers including F. 
F. ‘Cutler of Boston, F. D. Porter of 
Chicago, A. W. Clark of St. Louis and 
Grant White of Philadelphia. 

R. R. Shuman of the Shuman-Booth 
Company, Chicago, spoke on “ The 
New Force in Business,’’ and asserted 
that there was not a trade abuse the 
trade papers could not stop if they 
wanted to exert their influence. 

“I want to see publishers big 
enough,” he said, ‘‘to hire editors who 
will go hotfoot after every trust or 
monopoly that deserves it, whether or 
not that trust or monopoly is @ page 
advertiser. I want to see editors as 
pronounced in condemning the evil that 
men do as they are in praising the good 
that they do. I have failed to find 
anything in Scripture which justifies 
the belief in some editors that a good 
trust is one which advertises and a bad 
trust is one which does not.’’ Mr. 
Shuman also made a plea for more 


co-operation, in a news way, between 
the trade press and the newspapers. 

At the close of the morning session 
the delegates visited the Thirty-ninth 
Street Building and inspected tne 
plants of The Iron Age, The Dry 
Goods Economist, The Electrical 
World and other papers published in 
the building. Luncheon was_ served in 
the offices of the McGraw Publishing 
Company. 

The afternoon session was given up to 
editorial and circulation symposiums. 
The -editorial discussion was presided 
over by A. I. Findley, editor of The 
Iron Age, who said in part: 

“If I were to try to tell what is the 
chief contribution of technical and trade 
journalism to the business of the coun- 
try I would put it this way: To the 
average man in any trade, manufact- 
urer or dealer—and his name is legion 
—to the isolated concern, working out 
its own salvation away from the great 
centres of activity, the latter-day busi- 
ness paper brings the standards, the 
methods and the successes of the com- 
posite brains of that particular trade. 

“Jt is thus a tremendous force in 
toning up the commercial and industrial 
life of the smaller, cities and towns. It 
puts in the hands of the smaller mer- 
chant and manufacturer one of the tools 
with which he will make his way in 
the face of the present drift toward 
concentration. The business press thus 
becomes a powerful decentralizing 
agency. It counts strongly against 
the draining of the life of the country 
into its great centres, at a time when 
that is a real danger. In such a work 
we of the editorial side of the enter- 
prises represented here may well take 
ride.” 

"Othat speakers who took part in the 
discussion were Charles Whiting Baker, 
editor of The Engineering News, New 

York; J. C. MceQuiston, of the Westing- 
house Companies, Pittsburgh; Edmund 
G. Gress, associate editor of The Ameri- 
can Printer, New York; J. seenee 
Frederick, contributing editor of The 
Advertising and Selling; A. A. Gray, 
managing editor of The Electrical Re- 
view, Chicago; and Ray Morris, . of 
White, Weld & Co., New York, former- 
ly managing editor of The Railway Age 
Gazette. 

M. C. Robbins, General Manager of 
The Iron Age, lead the discussion of 
circulation problems in which the other 
speakers were: R. H.- McCready, of 
Knit Goods, New York; H. K. Fisher, 
of the Hill Publishing Company; H.,S. 
Bunting, of The Novelty News, Chicago: 
Bernard Meader, of The Iron Age; A. C. 
Pearson, of The Dry Goods Economist, 
New York; W. J. Ralph of The Automo- 
bile, New York; A. Zimmerman, a hard- 
ware merchant of Baltimore; F. 
Low, advertising manager of the H 
W. Johns-Manville Company, New 
York, and Frank Farrington, editor of 
The Inland Storekeeper, Chicago. As 
the only advertising man to speak on 
circulation, Mr. Low’s remarks were 
closely followed. 

‘* From the meagre information most 
publishers give regarding their circula- 
tion,’’ he said, ‘‘ it is practically impos- 
sible to determine the value of the pub- 
lication for a given purpose. * * * Pub- 
lishers should compile their mailing lists 
as carefully as advertisers make up their 
own lists for circularizing. And publish- 
ers should be willing to tell prospective 
buyers exactly how many persons or 
firms are on these lists, their occupation 
or business, location, buying power, how 
the lists were secured, and other infor- 
mation essential to accurately forecast 
the value and probable pulling power of 
their mailing lists. 

‘“‘They should also be willing to fur- 
nish proof of claimed circulation. in the 
way of a sworn statement of circulation, 
an affidavit or bills from printer, binder, 
and paper house, and Post Office weight 
receipts.”’ 

This morning’s convention activities 
will consist of an advertising sympos- 
sium and a business meeting. The after- 
noon will be given up to an “ inspira- 
‘tional’ mass meeting, at ‘which the

HAD ANY ARGENTINE BEEF? 


It’s Belng Sold, but with Some Se- 
crecy»as to Wholesale Prices. 


The shipment of Argentine beef that 
arrived at this port last Saturday has 
been distributed through wholesalers 
to retail butchers in this city, Brook- 
lyn, Philadelphia, and Jersey City. 

The consignees, as well as the whole- 
salers and retailers who have handled 
this beef refused yesterday to disclose 
the exact prices at which it had been 
sold. Their reasons were that the di- 
rect importing of South American beef 
was merely in an experimental stage, 
that the orices at which such ineat 
could be sold if imported in larger 
quantities, twith the tariff remoyed, 
could not be determined now ‘and that 
they were unwilling to give out figures 
in connection with this first shipment 
as it might create among consumers 
expectations of lower prices not war- 
ranted by later developments. 

It was learned, however, from. one. of 
the large dealers who inspected the 
Meat but. bought none,* that it was 
offered, wholesale, at‘ about 11% cénts 
@ pound, and was being retailed from 
about 20 to 25 cents a pound. 

A local butcher who bought a small 
quantity of the Argentine beef as an 
experiment and who tried it himself, 
said that it compared very favorably 
with the same grade of American beef. 
One of the largest dealers in Washing- 
ton Market tola a TrmMgs reporter that 
he considered it hardly up to the re- 
quirements of his trade. Another large 
retailer expressed the opinion that 
while it matchéd up fairly well with 
the American product, it was held a 


little too high to enable the trade to 
handle it successfully. 


OLD FIRM TO RETIRE. 


Hackett-Carhart Stock to be Seld 
and Stores Closed. 


Within a few days the business of 
Hackett, Carhart & Co., Incorporated, 
Retail, is to be wound up and the en- 
tire stock sold. The value of the mer- 
chandise now in the four stores of the 
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the following 
statement was made public yesterday 
afternoon by the head of the advertis- 
ing department, Walter M. Stein: 

‘It is said that many obligations 
must be met within a very short period, 
and in order that the firm may retire 
with the respect of every one in the 
trade it is essential that cash be raised 
at once. The decision to retire was 
very suddenly made, and, as the firm 
had contracted for large amounts of 
merchandise for Fall delivery, and also 
has large quantities of woolens in boyd, 
it is compelled to accept this. merch@A- 
dise. This firm was forced into re- 
ceivers’ hands just a year ago, and it 
is in order to avoid a repetition of 
such an affair that it has decided to 
sell out.’’ 

The firm of Hackett, Carhart & Co. 
was organized in 1856. About three 
years ago the wholesale and_ retail 
branches of the business were separat- 
ed, the latter being taken over by 
Hackett, rhart_& Co., Incorporated, 
Retail, wi E. E. Turlington as Vice 
President and General Manager. Mr. 
Turlington’s retirement followed the re- 
ceivership a year ago. 

The discontinuance of the retail stores 
in no way affects the wholesale business 
carried on under the name of Hackett, 
Carhart & Co. 

In preparation for the sale, all of the 
Hackett-Carhart stores will be closed 
Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday of 
next week. 


WOOL BUYING ACTIVE. 


Rumored Purchase of 2,000,000 
Pounds by Dress Goods Concern. 


The American Wool and Cotton Re- 
porter reports the sales of wool for the 
week in Boston at 5,720,000 pounds, 
which is rather above the average. Man- 
ufacturers are compelled to purchase 
raw material by the pressure of very 
fair requirements for ‘goods. While 


there is a lessening of initial demand for 
staple worsteds, there is an increased 
inquiry for fancy woolens, and during 
the next week or two the dress goods 
market is expected to be in practically 
full operation. With free wool Dec. 1, 
or earlier if the Senate recedes in con- 
ference, the manufacturers are expect- 
ing no lower prices upon fine and fine 
medium wools. 

Just at present crossbreds. and other 
low medium wools are a trifle higher 
here than abroad, but a rumor, not yet 
verified, of the sale of 2,000,000 pounds 
of South American. crossbreds to a large 
dress goods mill, to be taken out of 
bond when the duty is removed, would 
seem to indicate a fair measure of confi- 
dence, even in the low medium wools. 

Advance prices in cotton yarns are 
still holding good, and in some instances 
there has been a further rise above the 

uotations. of a week ago. In flax and 
linen manufacture business transactions 
have been restricted. to some extent by 
tariff uncertainty. Enlargements of 
textile mills have not been entirely sus- 
pended, and the cloaking mill at Med- 
field, Mass., has just laid the founda- 
tion for a three-story addition which will 
add twenty-four looms to the sixty now 
in operation. 


LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Bicycle Mud Guards, Lawn Lan- 
terns, and Wire Rope Considered. 


The Board of United States General 
Appraisers decided that bicycle mud- 
guards were properly taxed under the 
Tariff act of 1909 at 45 per cent. ad 
valorem under Paragraph 141, provid- 
ing for parts of bicycles. The Mead 
Cycle Company of Chicago, the import- 
ers, made several claims for lower duty. 

Collapsible lanterns for decorating 
lawns and verandas imported by Sears, 
Roebuck & Co, were held not to be toys 


under tne present tariff, dutiable at 35 
per cent. ad valorem. The assessment 
of 45 per cent. made by the Collector 
at Chicago as manufactures in chief 
value of metal was affirmed. 

The Upson-Walton Company of Cleve- 
land lost a contention under the act of 
1909 on galvanized iron wire rope taxed 
85 per cent. ad valorem, plus 1 2-10 cents 
a pound, under Paragraph 135. The im- 
porters urged that under the same para- 
graph the rope was dutiable at 1% cents 
= pound, plus 12-10 cents a pound, 

ut not less than 40 per cent. ad va- 
lorem. ‘

He is under a seven- 
year-old indictment Trenton, N. J., 
for using the mails to defraud. 

This charge arose from the activities 
of the Capital Security and Purchasing 
Company and the Imperial Trustee Com- 
pany, which he is alleged to have 
founded and operated in New Jersey. 
They. advertised that they would float 
the bonds and furnish capital to strug- 
gling young corporations for fees vary- 
ing from $500 to $7,000, but it is charged 
did little more than collect these fees.

GAVE TIPS OF $10 


And Schildknecht Paid $5 a 
for Dog Washer at Hotel. 


Nicholas Vacarelli, the brother of 
“Paul Kelly,’ was the first witness 
called yesterday in the bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings before Commissioner Gilchrist, 
the real object of which is to discover 


how John C. Schildknecht disposed of 
the money which it is alleged he stole 
from the Washburn-Crosby Company. 
At the hearing on Wednesday it was tes- 
tified that Effie McMinn, who was 
known as Mrs. Taylor or Mrs. Schild- 
knecht, according to her place of 
abode, had sold an automobile to a 
man known as C. Welber, and the first 
questions addressed by William Lesser, 
attorney for the receiver, sought to 
identify this man. 

Vacarelli said that he had known 
Welber for four or five years and that 
he was a traveling salesman. Then 
he told how Welber had come to his 
place of business ten days ago and said 
that Miss McMinn had told him she 
wanted to sell the car. The witness 
said that at the garage they brought 
out the car when he asked for ‘t. 
Welber paid $350 for it and he turned 
the morey over to Miss McMinn. 

“Did you call on Miss McMinn at her 
apartment on West 114th Street?’”’ 
asked counsel taking a new tack. 

**Once in a while. Not every day. 
I used to call in the daytime. I never 
gave her any money,- nor did she give 
me any.’’ 

Vacarelli denied that he had known 
Schildknecht until his name appeared in 
the newspapers. As for leasing the 
apartment in the name of Taylor for 
Miss McMinn, he said he had done so 
at her request. 

‘Did you know that Miss McMinn was 
known as Mrs. Schildknecht? ’’ 

““I did not, but she told me she knew 
a millionaire and was going to marry 
im.”’ 

George E. Daniels assistant manager 
of the Garden City Hotel told how 
Schildknecht had telephoned to him on 
Aug. 29 that he must give up his rooms 
as he had injured a man in an acci- 
dent and must keep “ under cover,” and 
how the negro maid of Mrs. Schild- 
knecht had paid the hotel bill. 

Mr. and Mrs. Schildknecht, he said, 
were at the hotel for two months and 
paid $140 a weck for their rooms and 
meals. Moreover, they paid $28 a week 
for their chauffeur. The weekly hotel 
bills were produced. With extras they 
amounted to $200 a week on an average. 
On one occasion a dog washer was 
brought down by Schildknecht for two 
days, and he paid $5 a day for him. 

Mr. Daniels thought that Schildknecht 
had not lost more than $30 at cards. 
Mr. Lesser asked him as an expert how 
much he would consider a liberal tip. 

“Well,” said Mr. Daniels, ‘I should 
consider anything over $1 liberal. I 
think Mr. Schildknecht gave as much 
as $10 at a time.” 

The hearing then was adjourned until 
this morning.

The first clue to the real identity of 
the dead man was found when an ex- 
amination was made of his clothing. 
It was found that the initials ‘‘R. A. 
H.”’ were worked upon the inside of his 
coat and that his garments bore the 
label of Stamford & Stamford, tailors, 
Fifth Avenue, New York city. In one 
of his pockets was found the sum of 
$8, and one of the tailor’s tags bore the 
name Ricnard A. Harvey, Greenwich, 
Conn. His personal effects eqnsisted of 
a heavy gold watch and chain, a gold 
cigar cutter, gold-rimmed eyeglasses 
and gold cuff buttons set with dla- 
monds. There were no letters or papers 
in his pockets. 

Inquiry in Greenwich elicited the in- 
formation that Mr. Harvey had resided 
for the last eighteen months in the 
home of Mrs. Julius Becker of 19 
Lawrence Street.
